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CORONATION MAY BE 
FURTHER POSTPONED 


General Belief that It Cannot Take 
Place on Aug. 9. 


ft Is Thought that If It Is Not Deferred 
the King Will Have to be Carried 
in a Bath Chair.

LONDON, July 29.—The publication 
prominently by a leading Conservative 
hewspaper of the statement that King 
Hdward is still an invalid who cannot 
walk, and that he will be an invalid a 
fortnight hence, which statement was 
reproduced in the evening papers yester- 
day, has caused much expression of 
doubt, as it seems to have been designed 
to do, in regard to the announced coro- 
nation ceremonies. - 

The opinion was generally expressed 
yesterday that the statement would 
shorily be followed by an announcement 
of a further postponement of the corona- 
tion. But there is much talk of the King 
being taken from Buckingham Palace to 
Westminster Abbey by the shortest route 
and carried up the aisle of the Abbey in 
a bath chair. It is the general belief 
that only in this way can a postpone- 
ment be avoided. 

The Times, in an editorial article to- 
day, says that the King’s advisers may 
be trusted to dissuade him from at- 
tempting more than experience during 
the time intervening betyeen now and 
the coronation shows that he can accom- 
plish safely. There would be no objec- 
tion if such a course were required by 
prudence, to the abandonment, even at 
the last moment, of the circuitous return 
journey through applauding crowds.

LONDON, July 29.—Soon after the coro- 
nation their Majesties will go to Balmoral 
Castle and remain there for a few weeks. 
The air there will, it is expected, greatly. 
assist the King to recuperate.

“The King’s health continues excellent, 
and the wound is healing rapidly. His Maj- 
esty was able to be moved from his couch 
to his wheeled chair for a few hours yes- 
terday.”” 


TRIPOLI NOT THREATENED. 
It Is Stated that the Italian Warships 
Are Visiting Turkish Territory on 
a Friendly Mission.

LONDON, July 29.—The Pester Lloyd 
publishes an articie, which the’ Vienna 
correspondent of The Times says is to all 
appearance a semi-official communiqué, 
respecting the visit of the Italian squad- 
ron to Tripoli. 

The paper says that the visit of the 
warships is neither an occasion for anx- 
fety in Europe nor regarded in Constan- 
tinople as a serious event. Indeed, the 
Sultan hastened to instruct the Turkish 
officials te accord a hearty welcome to 
the Italian guests, 

As a matter of fact, says the Pester 
Lloyd, there is not the slightest reason 
to suspect any disloyal move on the part 
of Italy. The Italian Ministry long ago 
announced that a squadron would visit 
Tripoli and go thence to Constantinople 
in order to deliver a present from King 
Victor Emanuel to the Sultan. 

The journal concludes that Italy has 
reconquered the position she once occu- 
pied in the Mediterranean, and has be- 
come a power there which can no longer 
be lightly estimated. 





LESS GERMAN ANGLOPHOBIA. 


Papers Now Say They Regret the Es- 
trangement Between the Two 
Countries.

LONDON, July 29.—Since the publica- 
tion of Count Berchem’s letter pleading 
for more cautious treatment of foreign 
questions by the German press, says the 
Berlin correspondent of The Times, there 
have been indications of a more judicial 
tone in the newspaper references to 
British policy, but the general expres- 
sions of regret at the estrangement be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain are 
usually accompanied by unjust accusa- 
tions to the effect that the British papers 
are wholly anti-German. 

The correspondent says that no paper 
of importance has frankly expressed re- 
gret for traducing British statesmen, 
abusing British Generals, and blackening 
the character of the British Army. The 
expressions of regret have been in gen- 
eral almost unmeaning in character, and 
an attempt has been made to ignore the 
utterances of the daily press and make a 
scapegoat of the comic papers, whose 
brutality would have had little signifi- 
cance if it had not in a coarser manner 
reproduced the attitude of the principal 
dailies. 
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TO SERVE ON 
LEGISLATIVE COUNCILS. 


Chamberlain Consents to a Proposal by 
Milner as a Result of the Good 
Feeling in South Africa. 


LONDON, July 23.—A South African Blue 
Book which has just been issued shows 
that the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the Colonial Secretary, has consented to a 
proposal made by Lord Milner, British 
High,Commissioner in South Africa, as the 
result of the good feeling prevailing be- 
tween the Dutch and the British. 

Lord Milner proposed that immediate an- 
nouncement be made that the legislative 
eouncils of the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colonies should be enlarged by the addi- 
tion of non-official members, and that the 
enlarged councils should meet as early as 
possible, the month of September being 
suggested for this purpose. 

Lord Milner, it is learned from the Blue 
Book, admits that he previously believed 
such early legislative co-operation between 
the two nationalities to be impossible. 

In the House of Commons yesterday J. G. 
Swift MacNeill (Irish Nationalist) moved a 
protest against the appointment of Lord 
Alverstone (Lord Chief Justice of England) 
and Sir John Bigham, (Judge of the 
King’s Bench Division of the High Court of 


Justice,) who, together with Major Gen. 
Sir John Ardagh, were appointed last week 
a Royal Commission to sail for South 
Africa on Aug. 9 and inquire into the sen- 
tences imposed by the military courts, with 
a view to ascertaining whether it is expe- 
dient that such sentences or fines be re- 
mitted or reduced. Mr. MacNeill main- 
tained that the attitude of Lord Alver- 
stone and Sir John Bigham toward the 
Jameson Raid Commission utterly unfitted 
them to fulfill these new duties. 

Mr. Brodrick, the War Secretary, defend- 
ed the selection of Lord Alverstone and Sir 
John Bigham and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, the Liberal leader in the 
House, supported the Government. 

Mr. MacNeill’'s motion was defeated by 
210 votes to 64.

TWO SLAIN IN PRIMARY 


RIOTS IN NEW JERSEY 


Another Man Dying and Scores 
More or Less Injured. 


Trouble Was Over Repeaters from Phil- 
adelphia—“ Joe” Goddard, the 
Heavyweight Pugilist, Shot 
and Killed. 


CAMDEN, N. J., July 28.—Two men were 
\.illed, another is dying, and scores are 
nursing broken heads and bruised bodies 
to-night as a result of the bitter factional 
fight in the Republican Party in the First 
District for delegates to the Congressional 
Convention which will be held at Wood- 
bury on Wednesday. One of the dead is 
Joe Goddard, the heavyweight pugilist. The 
other is a man named John P. K. Scott, 
supposed to be a Philadelphia repeater. 
Patrolman Harry Miller was cut across the 
ebdomen and almost disemboweled. 

The fight for delegates is between the 
factions which favor the renomination of 
Harry Loudenslager for another term in 
Congress and that which favors nominat- 
ing Alpheus Van Sant. It has been waged 
with unusual bitterness for weeks, and 
when the primaries started to-night in 
Cemden, Gloucester, and Salem Counties, 
which comprise the district, both factions 
were out for blood. Both had gangs of 
Philadelphia repeaters on hand, and it was 
over these that the trouble started in the 
Third Ward of Camden. It was there 
Scott was killed and Patrolman Miller cut. 
‘“‘Joe’’ Goddard w&as shot in the head 
during a somewhat similar row in Mer- 
chentville. 

Goddard was at a voting place in Pen- 
sauken Township when he was shot. He 
was with a number of men who were trav- 
eling from one polling place to another. 
The pugilist got into a quarrel with a col- 
ored constable named Robert Washington. 
It is alleged that Goddard assaulted the 
constable with a baseball bat and the col- 
ored man, in self-defense, shot Goddard in 
the head. The constable surrendered him- 
seif to the police and the wounded prize- 
fighter was brought to Cooper Hospital, 
where he died. 

Near the same polling place Constable 
Isanc Fowler, while in a fight, was stabbed 
twice. His wounds, though painful, are 


not considered serious. 

There was considerable trouble in Pen- 
sauken Township and at Merchantville, 
and a number of persons were badly 
beaten, 

The most serious affray occurred at 
Third and Beckett Streets, in this city. 
Each side had a crowd at the polling place 
at that point, and a general riot was start- 
ed. When it was all over it was found 
that John P. K. Scott, supposed to be a 
*repeater’’ from Philadelphia, had been 
shot through the heart, and that Patrol- 
man Miller, who was not in uniform, had 
received terrible injury. 

At midnight both sides claimed the elec- 
tion, bat the returns up to that time from 
the three counties indicated that Van Sant 
had secured a majority of the delegates. 
The adherents of both Loudenslager and 
yan ant are charging each other with 
fraud. 


“‘ Joe ’' Goddard, ‘‘ the Barrier champion,” 
was born in Australia in 1861 and came into 
orominence in pugilistic circles in 1889 in 

is native country. He came to this coun- 
try in 1892, his first fight of importance be- 
ing with big Joe McAuliffe in San Fran- 
cisco, whom he knocked out. He engaged 
in a number of ring contests with varying 
success with the prominent pugilists up to 
a few years ago, when he quit pugilism as 
a business and settled in Philadelphia.

FLYING MACHINE. 


It Will Be Entirely Different from San- 
tos-Dumont’s Airships.

SYDNEY, C. B., July 28.—Prof, Alexander 
Graham Bell has nearly completed his fly- 
‘mg machine, which he expects to test very 
shortly. The machine is being built under 
his personal direction and is radically dif- 
ferent from Santos-Dumont’s machine. 

Every effort has been made to keep secret 
not only the details of the construction, but 
the fact that such a machine is being 
built. Nevertheless, it is reported to be 
20 feet long and to be composed of twenty- 
five distinct parts. It is celled internally 
with canvas and in places with linen 
stretched on piano wires. Five miles of 
this wire were used in the construction. 

The principle of the kite will be utilized 
to a considerable extent. This means that 
the aeroplan system not used in any of 
Santos-Dumont’s airships will be a feature 
of Prof. Bell’s machine. 


TO IMPROVE JERSEY MEADOWS. 


Concern with $65,000,000 Capital and 
Vanderbilt Backing Projected — Its 
Incorporation Expected Shortly. 


It was reported in Jersey City yesterday 
that a syndicate had been formed in New 
York, with $65,000,000 of capital behind it, 
to buy up lands on the New Jersey Coast, 
on the Hackensack and Passaic Rivers, and 
also in Hudson County. According to the 
report, the Vanderbilt family, the Realty 
Trust Company of New York, the Central 
Realty Bond and Trust Company of New 
York, and George W. Young, President of 
the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company of New York, were interested in 
the movement. 

James C. Young, a. brother of George W. 
Young, and Vice President of the National 
Realty Company, was said to be the New 
Jersey agent of the new syndicate. When 
seen at his Office in Jersey City, Mr. Young 
said that the report was true in the main, 
but the movement was yet in its infancy, 
and he was not at liberty to give any de- 
tails at present. He would say, however, 
that in pursuance of the plans of the 
syndicate, he had already secured options 
on 8,728 acres of land in Hudson County, 


the object being to develop the property, 
which is chiefly meadow, for commercial 
purposes. 

The incorporation papers of the new com- 
any. Mr. Young said, were being prepared 
y New York lawyers and would be filed 
at Trenton in a few days. Beyond this he 


would say nothing. 
William C. Demorest, President of the 


Realty Trust Company, said last night that 
he was not interested in the scheme. “In 
fact,’’ said Mr. Demorest, ‘‘I have heard 
of the formation of no such company. If 
one has been formed it has been done with- 
out my knowledge.”’ 


DEMAND FOR STEEL CARS. 


Pressed Steel Car Company Forced to 
Enlarge Its Plant.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 28.—Having 
just closed contracts to build cars aggre- 
gating $30,000,000, the Pressed Steel Car 
Company will enlarge its piant. 

To-day the Clinton Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, which is clesely allied to the car 
company. bought nearly the entire tract 
of land in the Thirty-third Ward known as 
Limerick for $100,000, and will erect an 
open-hearth furnace there to cost $500,- 
000. The concern is now turning out sixty 
cars a day. 


TO MAKE ITS OWN CARS. 


Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
May Engage in New Industry.

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—It is the in- 
tention of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company soon to engage in the building of 
cars, according to good authority. It is 
said the company in the early Fall will 
begin the erection of mammoth shops, and 
that the new industry will give employment 
to hundreds of men. A suitable site is 
said to have been secured in West Phila- 
delphia. 

The new cars, it is said, will far sur- 
pass any of those now operated by the 
compay, one of the improvements being to 
dispense with the running board along the 
sides of the Summer cars. This is looked 
upon with favor by the conductors as weil 
as the passengers, who are aware that the 
majority of the accidents happening on this 
class of cars are due to missteps from these 
boards. The new cars, it is said, will be 
vestibuled, the aisles.running the entire 
length of the cars, with seats upon both 
sides. 


MAY BE A TREASURY DEFICIT. 


Figures for July Show Expenses Greater 
than Income by $11,000,000.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Some rather in- 
teresting figures are presented by the 
Treasury Department for this month. Last 
July the income of Uncle Sam was about 
$52,000,000, and he spent about the same 
amcunt. This July, up to the 25th of 
the month, the income was about $17,000,- 
000. At that rate, by the end of the month 
the income will be about $20,000,000. The 
expenses were $11,000,000 over the income. 

It is figured out that if that rate is kept 
up the deficit for the fiscal year will be 
$100,000,000, Before the repeal of the war 
revenue taxes Secretary Gage estimated 


that there would be a surplus of about 
$23,000,000. 


6,000,000 TONS OF ORE. 


Pittsburg Syndicate Has Purchased 
Part of Mesaba Range.

DULUTH, Minn., July 28.—A syndicate of 
Pittsburg men, headed by E. H. Jennings, 
has just paid $250,000 for the fee of the 
lands of the Mesaba Central Land and Ex- 
ploration Company, consisting of thirty- 
nine acres on the Mesaba range. Alfred 
Merritt is President of the Land and Ex- 
ploration Company. 

On the land is one body of high-grade 
iron ore that has been proved up to contain 
6,000,000 tons. A contract to strip the earth 
from the ore body has been awarded, and 
involves 1,000,000 cubic yards. It is not 
known here what interests Mr. Jennings 
and his associates represent. It is supposed 
that he is buying for some one of the big 
ore-consuming concerns of Pittsburg.

EARTHQUAKES INTHE WEST 


Succession of Severe Shocks in 
California. 


Much Damage Done to Property and 
People Terrorized—Dry River Bed 
Filled with Water. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., July 28.—What 
is regarded as the severest earthquake ever 
felt in Southern California did mueh dam- 
age last night in Northern Santa Barbara 
County. The shocks lasted for fifteen 
minutes. The district most affected was 
from Lompoce to San Maria. The most 
curious result was the filling of a dry river 
bed with water. 

The first shock was felt a few minutes 
past 11 o'clock, vibrations continuing for 
several minutes, Shortly after there were 
fourteen distinct shocks, but none so se- 
vere as the first. In the Careaga oilfield 
large fissures are cut in the earth. Two 
tanks containing 3,000 barrels of oil each 
were wrecked, and the oil flooded the sec- 
tion. Nearly all surface pipe lines used for 
conveying oil and water several miles were 
twisted or broken so that renewal will be 
Strangely, none of the wells 
which are down over 2,000 feet was af- 
fected. 

At Los Alamos buildings were razed to 
the ground, while in the business places 
windows were broken and goods on the 
shelves thrown to the floor. Lompac, sev- 
eral miles to the southwest, fared badly. 
The city is practically without water sup- 
ply, as the mains were broken and the 
water has been flooding low levels. 

The Santa Ynez River, which in the Sum- 
mer is a small stream, but in Winter a 
torrent, was comparatively dry yesterday. 
To-day water is rushing over the river bed 
as in a freshet. No one will attempt to 
explain this remarkable phenomenon and 
the presence of such a large volume of wa- 
ter at this time is considered part compen- 
sation for the great damage. 

Over a hundred years ago a Franciscan 
father undertook to establish a mission at 
Lompoc. The large building was nearly 
completed, after several years of hard 
work, when an earthquake visited the dis- 
trict and utterly destroyed the edifice.

LOMPOC, Cal., July 28.—Lompoc Valley 
experienced a severe earthquake shock at 
10:55 o’clock last night. At’ that time a 
violent shock was felt which lasted fully 
thirty seconds, anf was so severe that 
dishes, clocks, house plants, and other ar- 
ticles were thrown from shelves. 

The people were stricken with terror and 
ran from their houses, some fearing to re- 
turn, as other lighter shocks continued fot 
several hours afterward. Another héavy 
shock was felt at 5 A. M. and one at il 
A. M. to-day. A large water tank was 
knocked cver, the earth cracked at many 
different places, and the Santa Ynez River 
bed was slightly changed at places. 


Advices from Los Alamos report that an 
unusually severe shock of earthquake oc- 
curred about 11. o'clock last night, doing 
damage to the property of the Western 
Union Oil Company estimated at from $12,- 
000. to $15,000. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 28.—An earthquake 
shock which was general over portions of 
Nebraska, Western Iowa,, and South Da- 
kota, occurred shortly after noon to-day. 
The seismic disturbances were felt at a 
large number of towns in the three States, 
and lasted from ten to fifteen seconds. 

No damage has been reported thus far, 
although the shock was sufficient to rattle 


dishes and to affect bell towers in some 
places, Yankton, 8S. D., reports a shock 
of twelve seconds’ duration; Santee 
Agency, in Northern Nebraska, reports a 
similar occurrence, and Battle Creek, Neb., 
was shaken for twenty seconds. The u«is- 
turbance was more plainly felt at the lat- 
ter place than any others which have re- 
ported thus far.

IOWA REPUBLICAN FIGHT. 


Factions Are Badly Split Over Question 
of Reciprocity.

DES MOINES, Ia., July 28.—On the eve 
of the Republican State Convention, which 
meets in this city Wedmesday, the usual 
pre-convention meeting is taking place, at 
which are assembled the leaders and real 
tutors of the party. At that meeting the 
only question under discussion is whether 
or not the convention will adopt a reciproc- 
ity plank in the platform or pass the tariff 
question entirely. 

Gov. Cummins is doing everything in his 
power to have the plank inserted. All the 
administration forces, among whom are the 
frineds of Henderson, Shaw, and Lafe 
Young, are leaving no stones upturned 
which may keep down the tariff question 
in the convention and stem the torrent in 
favor of reciprocity. 

The Cummins forces wish to reaffirm 
the platform adopted last year, which de- 


manded a general reduction in the tariff 
and asserted that the trusts owed their 
life to the high protective tariff. The 
mecting tonight was to settle, if possible, 
upon a platform which should be satisfac- 
tory to each side, and yet not show too 
plainly thet the party in lowa had changed 
materially trom the last convention. 

The meeting was a flat failure and no 
agreement was reached. To-morrow, when 
the delegates begin to arrive, new combi- 
nations will be attempted. The battle will 
come among the delegates from the Sev- 
enth District, who to-night sem to favor 
Lafe Young. But Cummins is not despair- 
ing and is fighting the fight of his life,

SUICIDE’S WIDOW SUES 
TWO MILLIONAIRES. 


Mrs. Van Slooten Claims from H. McK. 
Twombly and J. B. Haggin 10 Per 
Cent. Commission on $6,500,000. 


Mrs. William Van Slooten has begun an 
action in the Supreme Court of Brooklyn 
against H. McK. Twombly and James B. 
Haggin to recover 10 per cent. commission 
on money to the amount of $6,500,000, in- 
vested by the defendants, as she alleges, at 
the instance of her late husband, in copper 
mines in Cerro de Pasco, Peru. 

Mrs. Van Slooten declares that in 1899 her 
husband. William Van Slooten, a mining 
engineer, obtained information about cer- 
tain mines at Cerro de Pasco and succeed- 
ed in interesting Mr. Twombly and Mr. 
Haggin. In April, 1891, she claims, her 
husband went to Peru in behalf of the de- 
fendants in order to investigate the mines 
and report as to their value. He found, 
she says, that the mines were very rich, 
and, on the strength of his report made to 
them, the defendants purchased the mines 
for $2,500,000. Afterward Van Slooten drew 
up plans for the development of the prop- 
erty—plans which contemplated the invest- 
ment of $4,000,000 more. Mrs. Van Slooten 
now sues to recover 10 per cent. of the total 
investment—for purchase and improve- 
ments. 

She goes on to say that her husband, 
while in Peru, fell ill, and last September 
returned to Brooklyn broken in health. 
After his return he had, as she alleges, a 
difference with Mr. Haggin, which caused 
him much worry, and which, coupled with 
his physical condition, was the cause of 
his committing suicide at his home, 1n Sid- 
ney Place, Brooklyn, some months ago. 

Mrs. Van Slooten yesterday afternoon pe- 
titioned Justice Gaynor to appoint a ref- 
eree to adjust her claims against Messrs. 
Twombly & Haggin. The defendants op- 
posed the motion, alleging that Mrs. Van 
Slooten had brought the action merely for 
the purpose of obtaining information about 
their private business affairs. Justice 
Gaynor, after listening to the arguments, 
decided to allow Mrs. Van Slooten’s motion 
for the appointment of a referee. 

Wiliiam Van Slooten was for six years 


employed by H. McK. Twombly as con- 
ae Sere and he was also for many 
years President of the South American De- 
veiopment Company. In 1898 he was nomi- 
nated for State Senator on the Democratic 
ticket, though he had never before cut any 
figure in politics. His nomination created 
great surprise, and as he was never seen 
during the campaign speaking or election- 
eering, he came to be called the “ Myste- 
rious Van Slooten.” ‘‘ Honest’’ Dan Brad- 
ley, his opponent, was elected and Van 
Slooten was heard of no more in politics, 


NEW YORKER’S MINING LOSS. 


George Wagar Said to Have Been De- 
frauded by His Agent at Nome.

TACOMA, Washington, July 28.—George 
Wagar, a New York capitalist and lumber 
dealer, is alleged te have been swindled in a 
Nome mining deal to the extent of $60,000 
by one Charles Russell. 

In July, 1901, as the story goes, Russell, 
representing Wagar, went to Nome to se- 
cure a few mining camps, By correspond- 
ence he is said to have claimed that he had 
Sécured option® on Rich No. 7, and on 
Anvil, owned py J. H. Anderson. In this 
way he is said’ to have secured an advance 
of $60,000 cash. This was last September. 
Navigation closed, leaving Russell frozen 
in the north, as Wagar supposed. Winter 
passed and he heard nothing from his rep- 
resentative. 

This Spring Wagar dispatched 8. R. Rum- 
ry to Nome to investigate and make report 
on Russell. Rumry seached all through 
the district, but Russell was nowhere to be 
found, and the option on the Anvil Creek 
claims proved to be bogus. 


FIRES RAGE IN ALASKA. 





Whole Yukon Valley Is Clouded with 
Smoke and Losses Are Serious. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, July 28.—Vast 
areas of timber along thousands of miles 
of the heavily wooded Yukon slopes have 
been ravaged by fires and devastated of 
their splendid growth of spruce and birch 
timber within the-last few weeks. In places 
the flames yet rage riotously, carrying de- 
struction before them. 

From Dawson to near the mouth of the 
Yukon the great valley is clouded with 
smoke. Captains of river steamers from 
St. Michael report at Dawson that fires are 
raging extensively in the vicinity of the 
lower river stations of Nunivik, Greyling, 
and Kaltag. At these places the Northern 
Commercial Company alone has suffered a 
loss of 1,000 cords of wood cut in four-foot 
lengths and piled ready for the use of 
steamers. The value of the wood was $7 a 
cord, making this loss $7,000. 

Passengers on the river steamers have 
been treated to a weird spectacle of flames 
leaping skyward 100 feet or more for almost 
the entire distance from Rampart to Daw- 
son. By night the scene was lurid and awe- 


inspiring. 


BLACKBIRD SCARECROW 
IN CENTRAL PARK MALL. 


Keeper Donohue on Guard with a Gun 
Loaded with Blank Cartridges 
Fired at Intervals. 


Strangers going up to Central Park these 
days are liable to be deluded with the idea 
that the Mall has been changed into a 
military outpost, as they see a tall, military 
looking man pacing back and forth over the 
asphalt walks, a huge double-barreled shot- 
gun perched over his right shoulder at the 
proper angle, but it is only Keeper Dono- 
hue of the Park menagerie, and he is there 
in the capacity of an up-to-date scarecrow.

GREAT SUMMER STORM 
SWEEPS THE CITY 


Several Fatalities and a Brilliant 
Display. 


TROLLEY CARS IMPEDED. 


Paulist Fathers’ Church Struck, 
Waldorf-Astoria Flag Pole 
Shattered—Shopping 
Crowds Panic- 
Stricken. 


At 6:12 o'clock yesterday afternoon @& 
storm such as has not visited this vicinity 
since the cloudburst of 1901 broke over 
New York. The storm lasted just twenty- 
five minutes, 
Bureau, but in that limited space of time 
it caused the death of one man and a boy, 
demolished flagpoles, seriously damaged 
steeples and towers on churches and hi 
buildings, tore up the sidewalks, fl 
cellars and the underground work of the 
rapid transit system, in severg) places set 
off fire alarms, paralyzed traffic both trol- 
ley and steam, blew trees from their root- 
ings, and did various other damage to 
property and people too numerous to enum- 
erate. . 

Not a section of the city escaped the fury 
of the elements. The rain fell in torrents, 
while the lightning flashed in every direc- 
tion, ziz-zagging here, and flashing straight 
and vividly in other places, accompanied by 
deafening peals of thunder, the crashings 
and echoes of which scared men and wo- 
men in exposed places almost out of their 
wits, not to mention the effect it had on 
horses and other animals which were 
caught far from home and in places where 
it was impossible to find shelter. 

Denis Cash, a laborer, sixty years old, 
and who lived with his two grown sons in 
the basement of 238 East One Hundred and 
Seventh Street, was the man killed by 
lightning. He was returning from work, 
and was going down the stairs leading from 
the sidewalk to his apartments when he 
was struck. He fell to the bottom of the 
stairs and rolled under the window, where 
his son sat waiting for his father to return 
from his work. The place where Cash was 
standing appeared to be the centre of a 
mass of fire, then darkness came, and the 
old man at that instant fell forward, land- 
ing on the concrete floor on his head and 
sustained a fracture of the skull and, it is 
believed, a broken back. 

He died soon after his son reached his 
side. As soon as the accident happened a 
call was sent in to the Harlem Hospital, 
but when Dr. Donovanarrivedhe could only 
pronounce the man dead. The police no- 
tified the Coroner’s office that Cash had 
been killed by lightning. ?

During the storm Michael Howard, forty- 
five years pld, was standing on the stoop of 
his home, 60 East One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-third Street.

He received a severe 
scalp wound. 


YOUNG BOY DROWNED. 

Ezra Engel, an elght-year-old boy, of 
1,351 Columbus Avenue, unable to &wim, 
but tempted, owing to the heat of the aft- 
ernoon, to take a dip in the Hudson River, 
went to the foot of West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Street with George McCar- 
thy, of the same age, of 1,343 Columbus 


Avenue. 
At this point there is a sloping sandy 


beach, but a very strong current. The two 
boys disrobed and entered the water as the 
storm came up. A flash came and the Mc- 
Carthy boy heard a cry from his companion, 
McCarthy also cried out, and the_shouts 
brought several willing rescuers. But be- 
fore Engel could be reached, the little fel- 
low sank from view and did not reappear. 
The river in the neighborhood was being 
searched for Engel’s body last night. 

One of the first places to be struck by 
the lightning was the Church of St. Paul’ 
the Apostle, at Columbus Avenue and Six- 
tieth Street. The church is open at all 
hours of the day, and when the storm 
broke there were many people inside at 
their evening devotions. cores of others 
were in the near-by streets, wending their 
way homeward or watching the thick black 
clouds hovering above. When the storm 
suddenly broke nearly all rushed within 
the church for snelter. 

The priest was at the altar, chanting the 
benediction, oblivious of the elemental fury 
outside, when suddenly a great sheet of 
white light that lit every space within the 
auditorium, as if a thousand incandescent 
lights had been turned on, came. With it 
there was a crash and a terrific peal of 
thunder from a flash that shook the chureh 
almost, as it seemed, from its very founda- 
tions. The yg my, struck 
wrecking one of the four stone crosses that 
stand on each corner of the steeple. 

Hardly had the echoes of the first crash 
died away when there came a second ter- 
rific crash that dislodged and sent crash- 
ing to the ground the big cross on the 
northeast corner of the tower. As the big 
piece of masonry struck the ound it 
broke into splinters with a crash, knock- 
ing a great hole in the sidewalk. The 
people fiside were now thoroughly panic- 
stricken, and many made a wild dash for 
the nearest door. Despite the ever 
torrent of rain that was coming down an 
the terrific peals of thunder, with its ac- 
companying electric display, the crowd 
surged into the street, many of the women 
being hysterical and not a few men not 
much calmer. 

When the storm subsided, a few minutes 
later, curiosity speekers visited the scene 
of wreckage and picked up all the frag- 
ments of the broken crosses to take home 
as souvenirs of the storm. veal 


PANIC IN SHOPPING DISTRICT. 


One of the places where the excitement 
created by the unexpected deluge of water 
and the terrific reverberations in the heav- 
ens was at Twenty-third Street and Sixth 
Avenue. It was the closing hour, and late

LIGHTNING CLEARS A STORE. 

H. Jungem:.n, a groceryman at 106 West 
Sixty-third Street, had the biggest crowd 
in his store during the storm that he has 
had in years, the place being packed with 
people eager to get out of the deluge with- 
out, During the storm, Jungeman says, @ 
ball of fire suddenly entered his store, 
from where he knows not, shot this way, 
then that, hit the telephone wire several 

od raps, then struck the pipe on which 
the telephone wire is grounded a farewell 
knock, and nore as mysteriously as 
it came. The bal) of fire caused the store 
to be cleared in a quick rush out into the 
rain, to escape its menacing scamperings. 

At Doud’s grocery store, on Sixty-second 
Street and Columbus Avenue, an iron rail- 
ing in front of the store was struck and 
driven through a plate glass window, while 
at another place a weather vane was 
wrecked and driven five inches into the 
roofing. 

Robert Johnson of 34 Sutton Place is an- 
other person who will long remember this 
storm. He was driving a wagon of the 
American Ice Company, when lightning 
struck somewhere near him, stunning and 
throwing his horse to the ground and pre- 
cipitating him in quick order after and 
over the horse’s body to the ground. John- 
Son soon recovered, but the horse was so 
hadly shocked that a veterinary surgeon 
had to be called. : 

Car 2,441 of the Third Avenue line was 
struck at Ninety-ninth Street at the height 
of the storm. The motorman and about 
fifieen passengers, mostly women, deserted 
the car on the instant and rushed scream- 
ing into the street. A blue flame shot out 
from under the car, followed a moment 
later by a volume of smoke. A fire alarm 
was turned in. The firemen put the fire 
out with buckets, as it was almost impos- 
sible to fasten the hose to the hydrant, 
owing to the volume of water flowing down 
the avenue. 

As for the number of flagpoles struck, 
reperts from aii over the city show that 
those tall. pieces of scantling were favorites 
With the lightning, and scores of them were

Down town the greatest excitement was 
at the bridge entrance.

The Iren Steamboat Company's boats 
with Coney Island excursionists and the 
Grand Republic of the Knickerbocker Line, 
running to Rockaway Beach, were caught, 
and although many of the passengers were 
badiy scared by the threatening aspect of 
the weather, there were no *ncidents and 
littie difficulty was experienced in landing. 

On the lower east side in the crowded 
tenement district, the rain proved much of 
a blessing in effectually cleaning up the 
streets. The sewers were not adequate to 
carry off the water thay filled the streets 
and sidewalks. 

Opposite Gouverneur Hospital a bright 
little four-year-old German boy was picked 
up from the street while the storm was at 
its height. Iie was taken to the hospital, 
where he was put to bed while his clothes 
could be dried out. He was too young to 
give the hospital authorities any intimation 
of who he was or where he lived, and the 
police were notified to look out for his par- 
ents. 

STORM FLOODED THE SUBWAY. 
The subway was flooded all over the vity, 
the water rushing through excavations in 
perfect torrents. At Park Avenue and For- 
ty-second Street it was flooded to a depth 
of four feet.

The wires of the New York and 
NWew Jersey Telephone Compeny oan Con- 
vent Avenue and One Hundred and Forty- 
second and One Hundred and Forty-third 
Streets were all down. 

As the storm was at its. heicht last even- 
ing. the large sewer extending down West 
Ninety-sixth Street into the North River 
burst with great force, the sound being 
heard at a distance of nearly half a mile. 
The sewer collected all the surface water 
on the upper west side from abovt One 
Hundredth Street down to Eighty-eighth 
Street, west of Columbus Avenue, carry- 
ie it into the North River. 

he sewer burst just east of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
tracks, which were bent and twisted, stop- 
ing traffic in both directions. The wreck- 
ng crew were called out at once and 
worked until a late hour last night getting 
the tracks in shape. All: freight traffic 
Was suspended for severa! hours. 

In the Bronx the storm had plenty of 
room to work and it took care to devastate 
it in thorough fashion. One of its marks 
was a big barn on Ferry Lane, Westches- 
ter, some little distance south of St. 
Joseph's Home. Lightning hit the barn, 
set it afire, and burned it to the ground. 
The loss was estimated at $1,000. 

There was plenty of excitement around 
the Municipal Building at One Hundred 
and Seventy-seventh Street and Third Ave- 
nue, during the storm. A big crowd of 
people sought shelter there, when smoke 
was discovered coming out of the cellar and 
some one sent in an alarm of fire. 

The firemen found that insulation on the 

ectric wires had been burned off, and that 
the wires had been overcharged by the elec- 
tricity of the storm. Me&ntime Louis 
Chofield,. a night clerk in the Coroners’ 
office in the Municipal Building. got wor- 
ried and carried out a lot of the official 
books into the drenching rain. He laid 
them down and started back for more when 
he was prevailed upon to believe that there 
Was less danger inside than out, and the 
‘books were carried back. 

The actual amount of water which fell 

ri 4 the rainstorm was .88 of an inch. 

is looks small compared to the damage 
reported, but it fell in twenty-five minutes 
and comes near being a record for a fall 
of water out of the clouds in this region. 
Moreover, .42 of that fell in the five min- 
utes between 6:25 and 6:30 o'clock. 


DYEING PLANT* STRUCK. 


During the storm lightning struck the 
-Ingram Dye Works in Long Island City, 
setting the plant on fire. It was totally 
destroyed, causing a loss of $15,000.

were flooded, and the trolley cars were 
greatly delayed by earth washed 
on the tracks causing them to be im- 
passable until it had been shoveled away. 


NEW YORK NEARLY ISOLATED. 


Telegraph and Telephone Services Al- 
most Completely Suspended 
During the Storm. 


While the storm lasted telegraphic com- 
munication was almost completely suspend- 
ed, and New York was practically isolated 
from the rest of the country. There .were 
no poles blown down, but the force of the 
wind and rain caused a swinging of the 
wires which made the transmission of mes- 
sages impossible. 

There were several instances also of the 
burning out of fuses at the switchboards 


in the offices of both the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph Companies. 

The telephone service experienced a sim- 
ilar embarrassment, and for about a quar- 
ter of an hour there were few messages 
exchanged in the city. 


FLOODS IN JERSEY CITY. 


Boys in Hoboken Bathing In the Street 
—Trolley Car Service Paralyzed— 
Thousands Delayed. 


The thunderstorm was unusually severe 
over lower Jersey City and the northern 
section of the Heights. The water fell al- 
most in sheets, and many streets were 
flooded. The two-story frame house at 234 
Syrman Avenue, occupied by Mrs. Mary C. 
Aube, was struck by lightning, part of the 
roof being torn off and the chimney demol- 
ished. No on in the house was injured. A 
portion of Ravine Avenue, a road leading 
from Palisade Avenue, on the Heights, 
down to the meadows, was washed away 
for a distance of forty feet. 

A singular feature of the storm was that 
not a drop of rain fell south of Claremont 
Avenue, which includes the Greenville Hill 
district and the southern end of the 
Heights. 

During the storm two trees in front of 
the Beechwood Hotel, at Third and Hudson 
Streets, Hoboken, were struck by lightning. 
Both trees were filled with sparrows at 
the time, and hundreds of them were killed. 
The lawn in front of the hotel was black 
with the dead and dying birds. Many of 
them lay helpless on the grass, chirping, 
and about fifty were carried into the hotel 
and cared for. After an hour or so they 
were able to fly away. Later in the even- 
ing the dead birds were carted away. 

The trolley system in Hoboken was par- 
alyzed for a time and few cars were able to 
run. The Jersey City Heights and the 


Rutherford anad Paterson lines were tied 
up for a long time through broken wires 
and flooded streets. Many sewers over- 
flowed and in the lower sections of Hobo- 
ken the water, in places four feet deep on 
the streets, made it --_: for cars to 
travel. No cars left the ferry from 6:05 
o'clock until 7:15 o’clock, and then there 
was much delay afterward, as cars running 
into water were continually blowing out 
their fuses. Several thousand persons were 
imprisoned in the ferry house and the 
Lackawanna station during the storm, as 
the ferryboats continued to land their 
loaas, and the passengers once landed could 
get no further if their way home was by 


trolley. 
In all parts of Hoboken cellars were 


flooded and much damage resulted, espe- 
cially to the stocks of stores kept in the 
cellars under them. At Newark and Grand 
Streets boys were bathing in the middle of 
the street until after 8 o’clock. 

The water invaded the cellar of the Sec- 
ond Precinct Stationhouse where the cells 
are. The first the officers knew of the 
cellar being flooded was when Mrs. Mary 
Wall, who had been arrested for being 
drunk and disorderly, was awakened from 
her sleep on the bench on her cell by the 
water engulfing her. Her screams brought 
aid and she was carried out and paroled 
until this morning, the fright having thor- 
oughly sobered her. 


STORM SWEEPS MONTCLAIR. 


Lightning Strikes Many Buildings and 
Plays Havoc with Trolleys— 
Train Kills Italian.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., July 28.—The most 
terrific storm. in twenty yeats visited this, 
section to-night. The lightning repeatedly 
struck various places in town. People trav- 
eling on trolley ears had experiences that 
will last them a long time. It is reported 
that the conductor and motorman of one 
car were killed near Glen Ridge. 

Although lightning struck in at least a 
score of places only two fires resulted. 
One was in a grocery tn the lower part 
of the city on Bloomfield Avenue, and 
the other was a barn in the upper part. 
The firemen saved the store from destruc- 
tion. The big flagpole on the Coles block 
was hit and broken. 

In the Crowell residence, in the centre of 
the village, the lightning passed into the 
dining room, where the family had gath- 
ered, but beyond” causing their ears to 
tingle and frightening all of them, did lit- 
tle harm beyond ripping the building ra- 
ther badly. Trees in all directions were 
ripped and torn by bolts, and at the height 
of the storm balls of fire flew right and 
left. The flashing of the bolts was almost 
continual, and the roll of the thunder fol- 
lowed instantly. 

Telephone wires were burned out right 
and left, and there was a continual dis- 
play of fireworks along the poles and 
wires, The trolley cars on Bloomfield Ave- 
nue had their fuses blown out by the 
lightning running down the trolley poles 
into the motors. On the Valley line sev- 
eral motormen and conductors were 
shocked by bolts of lightning running into 
the cars from the feed wires and elcctri- 
fying the metal parts of the cars, which 
are usually free from the current. In 
many cars when the. fuses blew out, the 
ears were filled with flame and smoke, and 


the passengers fled from the interiors into 
the rain to avoid the seeming danger. Cars 
which were unharmed, owing to the con- 
ductors pulling the trolley poles down and 
disconnecting. the car from the feed wires, 
have been busy all night helping disabled 
cars to the carhouses. 

One man, an Italian laborer, lost his life 
as a result of the storm. He, with two 
companions, sought shelter close to the 
Greenwood Lake Division of the Eric Rail- 
road. Owing to the great fall of rain, the 
shelter proved insecure, and the men start- 
ed to run across the tracks to a better cov- 
ering. In the blinding rainstorm they did 
not see,or hear a train .bound for New 
York, and one of them was knocked down 
and cut to pieces. The others ran on ap- 
parently unaware of the fate of their com- 
panion. 


Storm in Westchester, 
MOUNT VERNON, N, Y., July 28.—The 
storm tied up the Union Railroad lines in 
Westchester County badly. Fully fifty 
cars had their fuses burned out and were 
stalled. Many telephones were burned out 


and all electric wires are in trouble. At 

East Chester a barn belonging to L. Holler 

wae — and burned. Seven horses were 
urned. 


Lightning Strikes Cars. 
NEWARK, N. J., July 28.—A car on the 
Eagle Rock Line, in West Orange, this 
evening was struck by lightning and the 
passengers thrown into a panic. A car at 
Glen Ridge was struck and badly damaged, 


but no one wes hurt. The suburban trol- 
ley lines were badly delayed by sand wash- 
ing on to the rails.

PITTSBURG, July 28.—A terrific thunder 
and lightning storm, with a heavy rain, vis- 
ited this section this evening, causing three 
deaths and much property damage.

Mrs. Walsh died from shock caused by 
lightning. The two Italians were of a gang 
of ninety working at Unity. When the 
storm broke in its fierceness, the men 
sought shelter under some trees near by. 
Lightning struck one of the big oaks, and 
the two men were killed instantly. Five 
others of their fellow-workmen were se- 
verely injured, but will recover. 

Throughout the city and suburbs the 
storm inflicted considerable damage in 
the way of overflowing sewers and flood- 
ing cellars. 

In Hazlewood the Presbyterian Church 
was struck by lightning. and the steeple 
So far as known, all escaped injury. 

At Hays Station, Streets Run overflowed 
its banks and flooded the village. Quite a 
number of the residents had to flee for 
their lives, so quickly did the rise come. 
So ar as known, all escaped injury. 

The storm seemed to expend its fury in 
this immediate vicinity and traveled east- 
ward with much lessened intensity. It is 
safe to say that 250 bulldings—residences, 
stables, and outhouses—were struck by 
lightning in this district during the twenty- 
five minutes the storm prevailed.

STAMFORD, Conn., July 28.—A terrific 
electrical storm broke over this city at 
4:30 to-day. At its height lightning struck 
a barn on the premises of Julia H. Powell, 
in Adams Avenue, and set it on fire.

CORTLAND, N. Y., July 28.—The storm 
of yesterday afternoon in this vicinity was 
more destructive in its effects than that of 
one week ago.

At ceGraw, three miles east of here, 
three buildings were swept away. The 
first was a barn, twenty by twenty-two 
feet in size, which was swept down the 
stream, carried under a bridge, and distrib- 
uted upon the flats miles below the village. 
The foundations were washed from under 
the thirty-foot wing of a large barn belong- 
ing to the McGraw Corset Company, and 
the sturcture was carried 300 feet down the 
raging stream until it struck the bridge. 

Byron Hulbert at the milk 
station at Maybury’s Mills had to be res- 
cued by men on horsebac as the water 
was four feet deep around the building. 
Bad washouts have occurred on the trac- 
tion company’s lines, and all traffic on the 
Erie and Central New York Railroad has 
been abandoned to-day.

FIFTH TEXAS FLOOD VICTIM. 


Man Drowned While Trying to Cross 
Swollen Stream—General Flood 
Condition Improves. 


DALLAS, Texas, July 28.—During the last 
twenty-four hours the aspect of the flood 
situation in Texas has grown brightef. The 
heavy rains have ceased throughout the 
greater portion of the State, and the water 
has begun to recede in all the rivers and 
creeks. If the fair weather continues some 
of the Texas railroads will begin running 
their trains on time to-day, while regular 
traffic will be re-established on others with. 
in three or four days. 

The Cotton Belt tracks are washed out 
for 260 feet just west of Brandon. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
bridge at Hillsborough has been repaired, 
and trains were run over it yesterday, al- 
though the track is still in bad condition. 
The International and Great Northern has 
resumed traffic north of Palestine. Nearly 
1,000 feet of its track is washed out at 


Richland Creek, and as much more at 
White Rock Creek, besides many smaller 
wash-outs. 

A Mr. Hardy, who attempted to cross a 
swollen stream at Elms Springs, was 
drowned.

LOSS OF MILLIONS IN TEXAS. 


Farmers and Rallroad Companies Suffer 
Incalculably from Storms.

AUSTIN, Texas, July 28.—The Brazos and 
Colorado Rivers are not rising this even- 
ing, but incessant rains along their upper 
courses during the past twenty-four hours 
will augment the floods and cause disas- 
trous overflows of the lower valleys. 

It is estimated that the cotton crop has 
already been damaged to the amount of 
more than $1,500,000 from the excessive 
rains and overflows, and if the threatened 
inundation of the cultivated valleys of the 


two rivers along their lower courses oc- 
curs, the losses to the cotton crop will ag- 
gregate not less than $10,000,000, 

Railroad service throughout the State is 
interrupted washouts. Many railway 
bridges have been washed away. The luss 
to railways of the State from washouts and 
destruction of bridges and other property 
up to this time aggregate $1,500, 


CENTRAL TRAINS STOPPED 
IN THE FORDHAM CUT. 


Passengers on Platforms of Pittsfield 
Express Were Drenched by Wave 
from Fast Northbound Train. 


Since the cloudburst of last year, noth- 
ing so astonishing in the same way 
has happened in the New York Central 
tunnel and the Fordham cut as what hap- 
pened yesterday. Southbound passengers 
became aware in the latitude of Mount Ver- 
non that something very unusual was upon 
them in the way of weather. The whole 
country side was soaked and all the levels 
flooded, but the trains had hardly entered 
the Fordham cut before the aspects of 
things became phenomenal. The facilities 
of the sewers for carrying off the rainfall 
became as plainly inadequate as they were 
during the 1901 cloudburst. 

South of the Harlem River things were 
worse yet. The tracks were invisible. 

All trains came to a standstill, and their 
passengers, looking about on the waste of 
yellow water, wondered how many hours it 
would be before they would arrive at New 
York. As a matter of fact, the detention 
was not very serious, amounting on the 


average to not more than fifteen minutes. 
The emancipation of the southbound Pitts- 
field Express, due at New York at 6:55, 
arrived at 7:10, was specially amusing. 
Every platform of the train was crowded 
with passengers looking out on the waste 
of waters, when a north-bound train came 
spines through the water at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour, raising a port- 
bow wave that completely drenched the 
too inquisitive men on the platforms.

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GIRL FOUND SENSELESS,

Says Men Forced a Pill Down Her 
Throat—Portraits of Rival Suitors 
in Her Home Slashed to Pieces. 


Another mystery was handed to the po- 
lice to be cleared up when William Rogy 
of Washington Avenue and Ocean Park- 
way, Parkville, Brooklyn, stepped into the

As soon as she stepped into the area 
a burly fellow seized her and threw her 
to another man, of short, stout appearance, 
who forced a pill down her throat. She 
said that she remembered nothing after 
that. 

Soon after she had told her story Jenny 
became unconscious again, and stayed in 
that condition despite the efforts of the 
surgeon and of the family physician, Dr. 
J. P. Glynn. 

William Rogy then told the police that 
his sister had been keeping company for 
some time with Henry Niebers, nineteen 
years of age, who had given her many 
presents, among which was an oil paint- 
ing of himself. He says that Niebers in- 
troduced to his sister a friend, William 


Engleben, nineteen years old, and that 
shortly after the introduction there had 
been a falling out between Jenny and Nie- 
bers. Engleben then began pressing his 
suit, and had also given the girl his por- 
trait in oils.

Mrs. Carr, the stepmother 
of the prisoner, the witness said, turned to 
him and said: ‘ Mike, if I thought, you 
did this I’d be glad.’’ The witness said 
that Carr's hair was disheveled, and that 
ener were beads of perspiration on his 
ead. 

Plaster casts of the footmarks left in 
the mud by the murderer were produced 
before the Coroner. They fit very well 
to the shoes that Carr wore. 


TRADE AGREEMENT ABROGATED. 


Monongahela River Coal Company 
Will Go After Rail Shipments.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 28.—The Mon- 
ongahela River Consolidated Coal and 
Coke Company has let contracts to in- 
crease its capacity 3,000,000 tons annually 
by rail shipments. This company was or- 
ganized at the same time as the Pittsburg 
Coal Company, and an agreement existed 
whereby the companies were not to seek 
trade outside of their respective channels. 

The Pittsburg Company has had a mo- 
nopoly of the railroad trade to the lakes 
and the Northwest, and the Consolidated 


Company has been selling its product ex- 
clusively along the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers. The understanding has been ab- 
rogated, and each corporation is entering 
the field of the other. The rail trade ts 
the most remunerative, as ft is carried on 
during the whole year, while the river 
traffic is only open when the Ohio River 
rises sufficiently. 


NEW JERSEY’S CLAY MINES. 


Value of Output for 1901 Estimated 
at 810.928,423.

TRENTON, July 28.—The annual report 
of Henry B. Kummel, acting State Geol- 
ogist, for 1901 is practically completed. 

It says that New Jersey is the chief 
clay-producing State in the Union, the clay 
mined and sold to clay workers in 1900 
being valued at $476,881, or 25.4 per cent. 
of the whole for the country; but these 
figures do not include the value of the 
large amount of clay mined by those manu- 
facturers who own clay banks and thus 
supply their own clay, in whole or in 
part. During the same year the output 
of clay miners of the State had a value 
10,928,428, or 11.36 per cent. of the 
whole amount of the country. 

The artesian well records show data from 
1,800 wells. These have been indexed up- 
on a card catalogue, so that the record 
of any well can be readily found. 

The drainage of wet lands of the State 
has received much attention, in the past. 
The report says that the work of the sur- 
vey in this direction has borne good fruit, 
as is shown by the steps taken by large 
capitalists loo to the reclaimjng of the 
Hackensack meadows.

THIRTY INJURED 
ELEVATED COLLISION 


Trains Crashed Together at a 
Curve in Brooklyn. 


CAR ALMOST KNOCKED OFF 


ene mae’ 
Five Passengers Sent to Hospitals — 
Two in Critical Condition—Motor- 
man Failed to Obsefve Signals 
in Time to Prevent Accident. 


Two trains of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company crashed into each other in Adams 
Street yesterday morning , and about 
thirty persons were injured, two of them 
so seriously that it is believed that they 
will die. 

It was a few minutes, after 10 o'clock 
when the three cars of a Fifth Avenue elec- 
tric train from Bath Beach approached the 
curve that turns toward the Brooklyn 
Bridge from the main tracks in Adams 
Street, half way between Concord and Til- 
lary. Motorman Charles Shattuck was 
guiding the train, and as he neared the 
curve he saw another train of three cars, 
bound from the bridge, coming toward him 
on the main line at a good rate of speed. 
He knew that he should have had the right 
of way, but it was evident that the other 
motorman, for some reason or other, had 
not heeded the red signal that told him to 
stop on the other side of the turn. 

Just too late, Shattuck grasped the crank 
to’ reverse the current. The outgoing train, 
which ran on the Lexington Avenue line, 
came against the first of the incoming 
cars as it was running on the curve, and 
a second later Shattuck and the other mo- 
torman, John Sullivan, found themselves 
in the centre of a storm of splinters. 
Strangely enough, neither of them was 
hurt. 

Behind them the shrieks of 200 or more 
passengers were mingled with the fright- 
ened cries of many who saw the accident 
from the street below. The groans of the 
injured, the shouting of those who were 
trying to escape, and a moment later the 
rattle of fire engines, ambulances, and pa- 
trol wagons, and the cries of the increasing 
number of spectators made a great din. 

The second car of the Bath Beach train, 
pashed back by the reverse force of the 
one which received the impact, was half 
suspended over the north sidewalk. From 
its windows fragments of glass clattered 
down. Its passengers were crawling out 
of the doors and windows and running 
along the high tracks to the nearest pillars, 
some climbing down to the street in their 
fright, some harkening to the warning 
cries of those below, and waiting long 
enough to have themselves rescued by the 
firemen, who arrived in less than three min- 
utes. 

From all the other cars the passengers 
turned out as fast as they could by what- 
ever way that was convenient. Many of 
them had blood streaming down their faces. 
Some limped painfully, with bruised and 
sprained legs. Others ran with their arms 
hanging useless, fractured or temporarily 
paralyzed. One man, Gottfried Moore of 
Bath Beach, had been caught between the 
wrecked platforms of two of the cars and 
was hanging, head downward, over the 
street, crying and begging the firemen to 
kill him.

As 
he had disappeared, a message, asking in- 
formation as to his whereabouts, was sent 
to the office of the company, and the offi- 
cilals there promised to find him, if possi- 
ble, later in the day. 


MOTORMAN BLAMED. 


Before the message arrived the com- 
pany’s officers had seen Sullivan. He went 
to them to report on the accident, and it 
was said in the office of the General Super- 
intendent that he had admitted the fault 
of passing the red signal ball at the curve. 
The signal was manipulated from a switch 
tower in Adams Street a short distance 
from the curve, and it was acknowledged 
by all concerned that the signal had been 
set properly, 

“Shattuck, who is under arrest, is not 
to be blamed at all,”’ an official of the 
company said. “It was altogether Sulli- 
van's fault. He says he was not looking 
ahead carefully and did not see the red 
ball until he was right at the curve. Then 
he looked up and saw the ball and the 
other train. At that moment he tried to 
shut off the power, but it was too late.” 

Samuel Norman, who had charge of the 
switch tower, said that he had set the 
red ball properly and that he saw that 
the Lexington Avenue traim was not going 
to stop. hen he leaned out of the tower 
window and waved his hands frantically 
in the direction of the window where Mo- 
torman Sullivan’s head was visible. The 
latter did not seem to see him. 

Each of the cars was damaged, and the 
one which was derailed had been thrown 
from its trucks, so that a powerful wreck- 
ips derrick had hard work to lift it back 
into position. Traffic was blocked for more 


than four hours, 4 
Moore, the man who was hanging head 


downward from between two of the cars,

A Catholic priest climbed up one of the 
ladders and, discovering that the boy was 
a member of his church, administered the 
last rites for the dying. 

Harry Moore, although injured in his 


face, bent down and talked to his brother 
to comfort him. 

“It'll be all right, old man,” he said. 
‘Brace up. They'll have you out in a 
arte, You're not so badly hurt. It'll be 
al' right.’ 

Then Moore became quleter, too. 

One of the firemen, who had been sawing 
away the beams around the boy for three- 
quarters of an hour, lifted him in his arms 
and went down the nearest ladder. In the 
street the boy was placed on a litter and 
carried to the police station. Afterward 
he was taken to the hospital. Moore was 
brought down in the same way. During 
the work of the firemen the crowds in the 
vicinity cheered every move. 

Several women passengers, although hav- 
ing no physical hurts, fainted from fright 
as the rescuers were carrying them down 
from the elevated structure. 

Sullivan, the motorman of the up train, 
lived at 1856 Third Avenue, Brooklyn. He 
was arrested last evening by Detective 
Sergeant McCormick aud arraigned in the 
Adams Street Police Station on a charge 
of criminal negligence. He and Shattuck 
were released under bail. 


TRAINMEN TO ASK INCREASE. 


Concerted Demand to be Made of All 
Western Roads, and General 
Strike if Refused.

OMAHA, Neb., July 28.—All roads east of 
the Mississippi River, together with the 
Union Pacific in the West, will probably 
find themselves facing a demand from their 
trainmen for increased wages or stand a 
strike. The demand will be made on all 
roads at the same time and action will be 
forced immediately thereafter.

The roads must 
act immediately, and if every one does not 
come to our terms we will strike on all 
roads. If every road in the country except 
one grants the demands, we will wait on 
that one before returning to work. This 
concerted action positively will be adhered 
to, and we will depend upon it to win our

The striking silk weavers in North Hud- 
son County in New Jersey are resorting to 
acts of violence, and it is feared that trou- 
ble will follow the attempted opening of 
Givenaud Brothers’ mill this morning. 

A mob yesterday entered a saloon run by 
a man named Piani, at John and West 
Streets, West Hoboken, and told Piani's 
wife, who was alone behind the bar, that 
her husband had promised them food and 
that they wanted it immediately. The 
woman refused to give way to them, and 
at last fled terrified from the store. The 
mob then took possession of the place, and, 
saying that Pilani had not lived up to his 
agreement, ransacked the saloon. 

Later they went to the saloon of Mar- 
tin Battinelli, at Spring and Symes Streets, 
where they received free beer. 

Three policemen who were sent to the 
scene at the requst of Piani, who had in

His face and 
shoulders are torn with buckshot, but it is 
thought he will recover. 

Albert Landerman was also chased and 
shot and four other non-unton men badly, 
beaten. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 28.—J. F. 
Mullahy, Secretary of the Stationary Fire- 
men’s Association of Pennsylvania, was 
arrested here this afternoon charged with 
libel. Twenty-five complaints had been 
lodged against him by men who are now 
employed in various capacities by the coal 
companies in this section. It was alleged 
that Mullahy had printed a circular con- 
taining the names of the prosecutors. He 
classified them under the head of “ Unfair 
workmen,” and then, so it was claimed, 
posted them in conspicuous places through- 
out the region. Two women testified that 
they saw a man who looked like the de- 
fendant, put up the circulars on telegraph 
poles near their homes. ° 

Magistrate Pollock held Mullahy in the 
sum of $500 on each charge, which made 
the total bail $12,500. The bail was prompt- 
ly furnished by friends of the accused, 
Secretary Mullahy has been very active in 
the strike. It is said that through his in- 
fluence he has held 95 per cent. of the 
striking firemen firm. Engineers and 
pumpmen have gone back to work in large 
numbers since the ‘strike began, but the 
firemen have remained out with the miners 
almost to a man. At strike headquarters, 
Mullahy’s arrest on so many warrants is 
termed an outrage. 

Sheriff Jacobs was called to Duryea to- 
day to disperse a mob which had gathered 
in the vicinity of the Warnke washery and 
prevented some men from going to work. 
When the Sheriff arrived on the scene the 
crowd left.

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THE HAITIAN CIVIL WAR 


Attack on Cape Haitien May Have 
Been Begun. 


THE MACHIAS ARRIVES THERE 


Repulse of Gen. Jumeau’s Forces Near 
Port-au-Prince Not an Impor- 


tant Engagement. 


CAPE HAITIEN; Haiti, July 28.—Gen. 
Albert Salnave entered Limbé last even- 
ing, and this morning he was within nine 
miles of this city after having defeated the 
troops under Gen. Nord, the Minister of 
War of the Provisional Government. The 
capitulation of Grande Riviére is expected, 
and Cape Haitien will probably be attacked 
this evening or to-morrow morning. 

The United States gunboat Machias ar- 
rived here at. noon to-day. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 28.—The army 
under Gen. Jean Jumeau, who supports the 
candidacy of M. Firmin for the Presidency, 
has been repulsed by troops under the com- 
mand of Gen. Saint-Foix Colin. 

The gunboat Créte-A-Pierrot prevented a 
pursuit of the Jumeau forces, and Gen. 
Colin’s troops returned to Port-au-Prince. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Acting Secre- 
tary Hill has received the following cable- 
gram from United States Minister Powell, 
dated Port-au-Prince, to-day: 

*“*Gen. Colin left Port-au-Prince yesterday 
morning with 2,000 men to repel Firmin’s 
army, which was landed from the Haitian 
naval vessel commanded by Admiral Kil- 
lick. After a skirmish which ensued the 
forces of Firmin retreated to the warship. 
Colin returned to the city yesterday after- 
noon. .The information is that twenty wére 
killed and sixty wounded. The number 
killed on the other side was still unknown. 

“The Haitian vessel left last night; desti- 
nation unknown, and there was much firing 
in the city. The Machias has arrived at 
Capt Haitien.”’ 


PARIS PRO-CLERICALS MEET. 


Big Gathering Addressed by MM. Cop- 
pee and Lerolle—The Disturb- 
ances on Sunday. 


PARIS, July 28.—Francois Coppée, the 
author, and M. Lerolle, a Nationalist 
Deputy, who were arrested last week in 
connection with the pro-Clerical rioting, ad- 
dressed a great meeting in a riding school 
in the Rue d’Enghien to-night to protest 
against the Government's action in closing 
the unauthorized Congregationist schools. 

“M. Coppée, in a vigorous denunciation of 
the Government, made remarks hostile to 
President Loubet. After a _ pro-Clerical 
demonstration, a counter demonstration oc- 
curred in the streets, but the police were 
2ble to maintain order. 

The religious establishments in more than 
fifty departments have voluntarily dis- 


solved withaut any intervention on the 
part of the authorities. 

Many persons injured, ten of them seri- 
ously,.and hundreds arrested are the net 
results of the street disturbances yester- 
day. There were great crowds on the 
beulevards throughout the evening in ex- 
pectation of further rioting. A large pro- 
cession of students, shouting and singing, 
was dispersed by the police, and attempted 
red flag demonstrations at the Strasburg 
statue also were broken up. Quiet was 
restored at midnight. 


COLONIAL PREMIERS AT GLASGOW 


Mr. Seddon Says the Empire Should 
Combine to Meet American 
Competition. 


GUASGOW, July 28.—All the’ Colonial 
Premiers, with the exception of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the Prime Minister of Canada, 
who is in:London, received a great ovation 
here to-day. 

The Right Hon. Edmund Barton, the 
Prime Minister of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, in one of the many speeches he 
delivered in the course of the. day, warned 
his hearers that the British Empire was 
large enough, and that Britons now ought 
to Took to consolidation rather than to ac- 
quisition. 

George W. Ross, Premier of.Ontario, de- 
clared in a speech that the war in South 


Africa was prolonged to the extent that it 
had been because there were so few colo- 
nial troops in the field. 

The Right Hon. Richard J. Seddon, Pre- 
mier of New Zealand, said in a speech that 
the colonies had already proved that they 
joved the motherland by sending their sons 
to fight in South Africa. Liars A wished to 
go further and give the mother country 
trade preference over other nations, ‘but too 
much attention was being paid to what 
Continental nations might think. What the 
colonies and Great Britain should do was 
to join in common cause to meet American 
competition. Should this be done, the re- 
sult need not be feared, since the British 
workmen and manufacturers were un- 
equaled in the whole world. 


AUSTRIAN VIEW OF MR. SCHWAB. 


Allgemeine Zeitung Thinks Too Much 
Depends on His Capacity to Work. 


VIENNA, July 28.—The Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, in an editorial article on the indis- 
position of Charles M. Schwab, President 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
describes him as possibly the most per- 
fect type of a modern American, and ex- 
presses admiration at the ceaseless activ- 
ity permeating such a life, which, it says, 
“offers one explanation of America’s 
erormous success.”” It sees, however, 
grave perils in Mr. Schwab's indisposition. 

The giant trusts, says the paper, which 
form the basis of America’s economic sys- 
tem, rest upon the capacity to accom- 
plish and the working vigor of a single in- 
dividual. If one of the’great leaders who 
to-day govern industrial America were re- 


moved, a serious question Would force 
{tself not only upon America, but upon 
Europe. The paper adds: 

“ Will it be possible to create a successor; 
to find one head with the talents gnd the 
wide experience, combined with the nerves 
of steel necessary to adminiaster the af- 
fairs of his important office, without en- 
danugering economic peace? 


MR. YERKES’S LONDON PLANS. 


Most of the Stock of the New District 
Road Held in England. 


LONDON, July 28.—The Parliamentary 
committee dealing with Charles T. Yerkes’s 
proposed tube transportation system for 
London, to-day elicited the fact that only 
£2,000,000 out of £5,000,000 stock of the new 
District Road is held in America. Sir 
Lewis McIver, Bart., Chairman of the 
committee, said he did not care where the 
money came from as long as it was good 
money.

THE MACEDONIAN TROUBLES. 


It Is Not Expected that the Disturbances

LONDON, July 29.—It is assumed by 
the Vienna correspondent of The Times 
that the reported disturbances in Mace- 
donia will not become serious, as Bul- 
garia desires to maintain order, Russia 
disapproves of all revolutionary at- 
tempts, and the Porte’s military precau- 
tions are sufficient to justify the hope 
that the trouble may be easily localized 
and suppressed. 

In an interview published in the Tage- 
blatt, Boris Sarafof denies that he in- 
tends to incite an uprising, but admits 
that the Congress summoned for Aug. 2 
will accuse the Macedonian Revolution- 
ary Committee of gross abuses. This in- 
dicates that Sarafof is bidding for the 
leadership.

SOFIA, July 28.—The Macedonian Com- 


mittee has convened a congress for Aug. 2 
to elect a new President. The notorious 
ex-President of the committee, M. Sarafof, 
has returned here, after an absence of one 
year, as a candidate for the Presidency. 

If the Government permits the congress 
to meet, the session promises to be an ex- 
citing one, as Gen. Zontcheff, the actual 
leader of the committee, threatens to make 
revelations with regard to the alleged com- 
slicity of M. Sarafof in the kidnapping of 
Miss Stone, the American missionary, and 
other compromising affairs. 

It is reported that Turkey has demanded 
the arrest of M. Sarafof.

DISCUSSES THE SHIP TRUST 


French View of Its Effect on 
International Politics.

Pierre Baudin Suggests that the Agree- 
ment Might Aid Germany in a 
War with France.

LONDON, July 29.—Pierre Baudin, who 
was Minister of Public Works in the 
Waldeck-Rousseau administration, con- 
tributes an article to the Figaro on the 
Atlantic shipping trust which is quoted 
by The Times’s Paris correspondent. 

M. Baudin “says that the combination 
inaugurates a new mode in the political 
relations between peoples. It arranges 
treaties of the same scope as those once 
drawn up by Foreign Offices, but in a 
different manner. 

The combination, M. Baudin continues, 
deprives Great Britain of an important 
portion of her naval power, and places it 
under the flag of the United States, 
which will use it in the event of war. It 
deprives France of nothing, but it is im- 
possible to read the document signed by 
J. Pierpont Morgan and the German 
steamship line managers without anxi- 
ety. M. Baudin suggests that the clause 
obliging each contracting power to put at 
the other’s use ‘“‘ the supplementary ves- 
sels it may need for its traffic’’ might 
greatly benefit Germany in case of war 


with France. 

M. Baudin calls this business contract 
“a treaty drawn up by a notary and 
signed by Ambassadors,” and concludes 
that the political value of a people re- 
sults from its economic power—a deduc- 
tion, he declares, dear to Americans. 


PLAN FOR A SUBSIDIZED 
CANADIAN LINE OPPOSED. 


Montreal Steamship Interests to Protest 
—Liverpool Lines’ Profits Said 
to be Threatened. 


MONTREAL, July 28.—The steamship in- 
terests of Montreal will make a vigorous 
protest against the subsidizing of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to run a fast passen- 
ger and freight line across the Atlantic. 
They claim that if this is done it will kill 
all the other steamship lines. 

Meetings of the Board of Trade and the 
Corn Exchange have been called for to-day 
and to-morrow to devise means to prevent 
such a subsidy. 


LONDON, July 29.—Sir Alfred L. Jones, 
President of the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerge and head of the firm of Elder, 
Dempster & Co., said yesterday that if the 
offer of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany to establish and operate a fast weekly 
passenger service between Canada and Eng- 
land were accepted by the Government the 
Liverpool lines of steamers would be ex- 
posed to a competition which would render 
it impossible for them to carry on a lucra- 
tive trade. 

George Renwick, M. P. (Conservative), 
who is a shipowner, said yesterday that he 
and other owners of tramp steamers would 
strongly resist the payment of huge sub- 
sidies to capitalist syndicates. 

Premier Balfour, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, in reply to a question in 
reference to the Atlantic Shipp: ng Trust, 
said it was improbable that the Govern- 
ment would be in a position to formulate a 
statement of its attitude toward the trust 
before the recess of Parliament on Aug. 8. 
If any agreement were to be made with the 
trust involving a financial arrangement, 
such agreement would necessarily be sub- 
ject to the approval of the House. 


BARON SENT TO WORKHOUSE. 


Ex-Mayor Cooper Complainant Against

A. M. ROTHSCHILD A SUICIDE. 


Head of Big Chicago Department Store 
Ends His Own Life by Shooting. 


CHICAGO, July 28.—A. M. Rothschild, 
until two months ago the head of the State 
Street department store, firm of A. M. 
Rothschild & Co., committed suicide to-day 
at his home, Thirty-seventh Court and 
Michigan Avenue, by shooting himself in 

the head, the wound inflicted causing al- 

most instant death. Acute insomnia, which 
probably caused temporary insanity, is said 
to be responsible for the deed. 

Mr. Rothschild returned from a six weeks’ 
outing in Minnesota last week, and seemed 
improved physically. At no time, it is said, 
was his mental condition such as to cause 
any apprehension that he contemplated 
self-destruction. Shortly after luncheon this 
afternoon Mr. Rothschild entered the bath- 
room of one of the upper floors of his home, 
and almost immediately the servants heard 
the report of a revolver. Rushing to the 
bathroom, they found the merchant lying 
on the floor. There was a bullet wound in 
the forehead. Mr. Rothschild was still 
breathing. A physician was summoned, but 
could be of no service. 

Mr.\ Rothschild retired from the manage- 
ment of the big department store at State 
and Van Buren Streets, about two months 
ago on account of ill-health. Interested 


with him and the principal owner of the 
store was Nelson Morris, his father-in-law. 
Mr. Rothschild was born in the little Ger- 
man village of Nordstettin, fifty-seven 
years ago. When a child of five years he 
came to America and, while still in his 
teens went to Davenport, Iowa. With his 
two brothers he established a reputation 
for himself, organizing in 1895 the depart- 
ment store which now bears his name. Mr. 
Rothschild was a Director of the World's 
Fair, a former Director of the National 
Bank of the Republic, and a member of the 
Standard, Washington Park, and Hamilton 
Clubs. He leaves a widow and one son. 


ELLIOT S. WEEDEN DROWNED. 


Boy Falls Out of a Boat While Washing 
Lilies in Glenmere Lake. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 28.—Elliott 
S. Weeden, aged seven years, a grandson 
of Charles H. Dow of Dow, Jones & Co., 
publishers of The Wall Street Journal of 
New York City, was drowned in Glenmere 
Lake by falling from a boat. 


Charles H. Dow of Dow, Jones & Co., 
publishers of The Wall Street Journal, when 
seen about the drowning of his grandson, 
explained the accident as follows:

CHOICES TOOK HALF THE CARD 


Leonid, the Beaten Favorite for the 
Last Race at Brighton Beach, Was 
Claimed by H. T. Griffin. 


The reappearance of the stout campaign- 
er Advance Guard, after a long rest, lent 
a spice to the mile and a furlong handi- 
cap, fourth on the card at the Brighton 
Beach track yesterday, that made that 
event the real as well as the nominal feat- 
ure of the programme, the presence of the 
Canadian-owned horse making the race one 
of the toughest problems of the meeting 
for the betting element. Advance Guard 
was the top weight, with 129 pounds, and 
the weight as well as the question of 
whether the horse would take kindly to the 
short stretches and sharp turns of the sea- 
side course kept bettors guessing even after 
the tip had gone out that Alex Shields, the 
trainer and part owner, was very “‘ sweet”’ 
on the old horse’s chance. The track was 
fairly good, in spite of the fact that rain 
fell early in the day, but for all the confi- 
dence that his stable felt in Advance 
Guard, on a good track and with so careful 
a rider as Odom up, it was nip and tuck 
as to which was favorite at post time be- 
tween Advance Guard and the entry of C. 
F. Dwyer, Francesco and Ethics. Early in 
the betting the Dwyer stable held the call, 
but at post time Advance Guard was at a 
price nearly equal to that against the 
Dwyer two, Advance Guard thus being ac- 
tually the best-backed horse in the race, 
though the stable entry closed at a slightly 
shorter price, while each of the other three 
runners in the race was well supported. 

The race made a contest that was quite 
as good as the betting anticipated, but at 
the finish Advance Guard again was in the 
place that he has occupied so often this 
season, a good second, after having run a 
phenomenal race under his weight. Fran- 
cesco was the winner, the three-year-old 
of the Dwyer pair taking the track at the 
lifting of the barrier and winning from end 
to end, leading away off before his field to 
the last turn, where. Advance Guard closed 
on him and forced Michaels on Francesco 
to ride out to get in first by a length and 
a half. Advance Guard, in his usual style, 
was slow to begin, and was so far in the 
rear when the paddock turn was reached 
that his backers lost hope, for, early as it 
was in the race, Odom then was riding him 
hard in the effort to keep up with the oth- 
ers, From the first turn to the finish of 
the race Advance Guard was hard ridden 
and under pressure. 

In two other races of the afternoon favor- 
tes finished first, while in the remaining 
three events horses at long prices were re- 
turned the winners. In the opening race 
the star filly of the early Spring, the Bel- 
mont-bred two-year-old “Rosetint, starting 
after quite a long rest, was made an odds- 
on choice in a big field, and justified the 
betting by racing in front all the way and 
winning about as she pleased by half a 
dozen lengths from Mount Kisco, second. 
In the second race the best-backed horses 
were lagging in the rear all the distance, 
while Choate set a fair pace out in front, 
Choate lasting in the lead to the last fur- 
long pole, where Past closed on him and 
with a little shaking up won by a length, 
while Choate just managed to get in second 
a head before Hinsdale, third. The Stew- 
ards were curious as to what happened to 
the favorite, Bessie McCarthy, who, ridden 
by Wonderly, was far in the rear all the 


way, and called Wonderly into the stand 
The inquiry semingly ended there, as no an- 
nouncement of action was made.

MACKAY STABLE TO BE SOLD. 


Young Millionaire Will Break Up His 
Racing Establishment and Re- 
tire from the Turf. 


Charles F. Hill, trainer of the racing sta- 
bie of Clarence H. Mackay, yesterday at 
the Brighton Beach race track made the 
announcement that he had received a cable 
message from Mr. Mackay directing him 
to dispose of the entire racing establish- 
ment because of the death of Mr. 
Mackay’s father, John W. Mackay, a 
week ago last Sunday. The son has 
determined to retire ‘ absolutely from 
racing for the _ present. In his in- 
structions to Mr. Hill, the owner of the 
stable directed that three horses be re- 
served, these three being intended for 
breeding purposes, as it practically had been 
decided before the bereavement that the 
three soon should be sent to Kentucky, 
there to be turned out. The three horses 
reserved are Banastar, by Farandole-Bless- 
ing, who won the Metropolitan Handicap 
for Mr. Mackay in 1901, and who was the 
first race horse that Mr. Mackay ever 
owned, and the two mares, Trigger. and 
Kamara, both of which have won races in 
the Mackay colors. These are to be re- 
tained because both Mr. Mackay and his 
wife have grown very fond of the animals 
in question. 

The instructions as to the other horses 
of the big and expensive Mackay racing 
establishment are that Mr. Hill shall offer 
the horses at either private or public sale, 
as he may think best to dispose of the sta- 
ble speedily, the owner, however, stipulat- 
ing that if all have not been sold within 
two weeks by private sale, those that are 
leit on hand shall be offered at public auc- 
tion, without reserve, thus insuring the 
breaking up of the stable, and closing out 
his racing interest. 

The great stable thus to be broken up is a 
comparatively new one on the American 
turf, Mr. Mackay having made his entry 
into racing only two years ago. In the time 
that he had been racing he spared no ex- 
pense to secure the best horses that could 
be bought, and had collected one of the 
strongest stables in this country. In the 
lot of horses to be sold are the great three- 
year-old colt Heno, for whom Mr. Mackay 
was said to have paid $40,000 last Fall at 
Sheepshead Bay, and the three highly tried 
two-year-olds Mexican, a winner of sev- 
eral important stakes, and Aceful and 
Skillful, for which three a price reported 
to be $60,000 was paid in the Spring. The 
horses named are engaged in all the rich 
stakes remaining for the season. 

Mr. Mackay began his connection with 
racing rather late in the season of 1900, 
when at the sale of the horses of the estatc 
of William H. Clark he bought Banastar, 
the horse who the year before had won the 
Brooklyn Handicap. Banastar trained off 
in the middle of the season and could not 
be got to race until late in the Fall, when 
at the Empire City track he won in his 
only start that year. With this encourage- 
ment Mr. Mackay went into racing on a 
larger scale the next season, when he 
bought horses, liberally paying big prices 
for the best that he could collect for his 
stable. Among the animals that he thus 
secured were Brunswick, for which he paid 
14,000; His Eminence, the winner of the

In the term that he was en- 
gaged in — he was more than fairly 
successful, his horses having won a num- 
ger of great stakes and a liberal share of 
money, his most notable victory, however, 
having been when he won the Metropolitan 
Handicap in 1901 with Banastar, the first 
horse to race under his colors, turquoise 
blue with black sash and cap.

BASEBALL RECEIVER WANTED. 


“Baltimore Club Asks Court to Bring 
Ban Johnson to Account. 


BALTIMORE, July 28.—The troubles of 
the Baltimore American League Baseball 
Club are now to be aired in the courts. To- 
day the Baltimore Baseball and Athletic 
Company, by its attorney, filed a bill in 
Circuit Court No. 2, asking that a receiver 
be appointed to take charge of the Ameri- 
can League grounds, and also asking that 
President Ban B. Johnson of the Ameri- 
can League be required to account for all 
money received by him since McGraw and 
his associates left Baltimore and joined the 
New York National Leaguers. 

The bill was filed against Ban B. John- 
son, defendant, and upon it Judge Henry 
D. Harlan signed an order requiring cause 
to be shown by July 31 next why the re- 
ceiver should not be appointed as prayed. 
The bill states that in January the club 
became a member of the American League 
and leased the present grounds on the 
York Road. This lease, the bill declares, 
was assigned to President Ban Johnson in 
March last, as Trustee. 

Besides the appointment of a receiver, 
the bill asks that the assignment of the 
lease from the Baltimore Baseball Club to 


Ban Johnson be declared void and that 
Johnson be —— to render an account- 


ing of the profits on the games received by 


him. 

An injunction is also prayed to prevent 
the President of the American League from 
disposing of the club's assets and property 
at the baseball grounds. Later in the day 
Mr. Johnson's attorney filed an answer, in 
which he denies the allegations and claims 
that Mr. Johnson, as President of the 
American League, is continually acting not 
only as owner of the Baltimore Club, but 
of all other clubs of the American League.

TITUS.BACK FROM HENLEY. 


Tells of His Quest and Defeat for the 
Diamond Sculls—Leander Crew 
May Come Here. 


Cc. S. Titus, the representative of the 
Union Boat Club of this city, who was un- 
successful in his quest for the Diamond 
Sculls at the Henley regatta, arrived on 
the Atlantic Transport liner Minnehaha 
yesterday. Titus was accompanied by his 
wife, and both were cordially greeted. by 
a number of friends, who had gathered on 
the pier to welcome them home. 

Titus attributes his defeat to the fact 
that he had the Berks shore with the wind 
blowing directly across the Thames from 
the Bucks side. As both banks of the 
river are considerably higher than the sur- 
face of the water, the wind plays an im- 
portant part in the contests, and the crew 
getting the shore from which the wind is 
blowing has a decided advantage over the 
others. When the wind is nominally high 
Titus claims that the protected side is fully 
three lengths better than the oppusite 
shore. Titus also regretted that he did not 
go directly to Henley when he arrived in 
England. Instead, he spent ten days at 
Putney, and the latter place did not agree 
with him. 

Field, who defeated the American, was 
considered to be a better man than Kelley, 
the winner of the Diamond Sculls. Field 
had defeated Kelley in a race about two 
weeks previous to the Henley regatta. The 
latter A an Australian, whose presence in 
England is due to the fact that he is at 
tending Oxford. He is a fine specimen of 
physical manhood, being but twenty years 
of age, and he weighs 160 pounds stripped. 

Titus was loud in his praise of the Eng- 
lish rigging of boats, and claims that the 
Americans are far behind the English in 
this respect. Their oars are much firmer 
than ours, which have quite a tendency to 
bend when any weight is put on them. 
This is,obviated in the English articie by 
the seasoning, which is given the wood be- 
fore it is shaped into blades. Titus ex- 
pressed some surprise at the English method 
of coaching the scullers from the river 
banks during the races. e 

The American oarsman seemed to De in 
fine condition, for he had kept up a system 
of training on shipboard, and only gained 
four pounds during the trip across the 
ocean. After leaving the pier he repaired 
immediately to the Harlem River and 
rigged his boat and went out for a five- 
mile row. He is entered in the Naticnal 
regatta at Worcester, and he will keep 
in active training until that time, for he 
expects to row against Ten Eyck.

DEVERY DISCUSSES 
NATIONAL ISSUES 


' Gives His Views to Business Men 
at Grand Opera House. 


Wants Platt and Depew to See the 
President and Curb Trusts— 
Doesn’t Like Gates’s Methods. 


William S. Devery made a speech on 
trusts, imperialism, and other weighty sub- 
jects of political discussion at a gathering 
of business men and others of the Ninth 
Assembly District last evening. The meet- 
ing hall in the Grand Opera House, op- 
posite the Devery headquarters, was crowd- 
ed, and, although the men sweltered under 
the rays of many gas lights, they stayed 
to hear the ex-Chief of Police deliver his 
talk. 

Dr. William 8S. Stewart was elected Chair- 
man of the meeting soon after it was called 
to order. Then John Oxley, a local orator, 
made a speech. He told stories of Na- 
poleon, Washington, Lincoln, Grant, and 
Devery, and linked the names together 
as if they were at present in the political 
life of phe world. 

‘*George Washington,” said he, “‘ had a 
chance to stab this Republic in the back. 
Did he do it? Neither did William S5. 
Devery.” 

Then there was loud applause, during 
which William S. Devery was laughing. 

“Abraham Lincoln was a great man,” 
said Mr. Oxley. 

‘Whgt's that got to do with this fight 
against Sheehan and Goodwin?"’ shouted a 
practical politician. There was more ap- 
plause, and Mr. Oxley started to tell other 
ante-bellum stories. 

After another speaker had extolled the 
alleged virtues of Mr. Devery for three- 
quarters of an hour there were loud cries 
for a speech from the ex-Chief of Police, 
who said, in part: 

‘“‘It does my heart good to see you here 
and to be sure that the Committee of One 
Hundred of the business men of this dis- 
trict will look after the women and chil- 
dren. I will see that the excursion is prop- 
erly catered to. There will be lots of soft 
stuff for the ladies and children—"’ 

*““Won't there be any hard stuff?” de- 
manded a Devery follower. 

“Well, the boxes won’t be examined by 
customs officials when they are put 
aboard,”’ shouted Mr. Devery in reply. 

“Say,” continned the ex-chief, ‘‘ you 
business men of this district will meet your 
customers on that excursion. You will meet 


those who are in the district but might 
have moved, and you can tajk business 
with them and tell them about your goods. 
You can tell them that it is cheaper to 
pay you afew cents more for vegetables 
and other things instead of paying 10 cents 
car fare to go to the apartment stores. I 
am in favor of home rule and home busi- 
ness.”’ 

Then Mr. Devery appealed to the voters 
to “turn down’ Sheehan and Goodwin 
as political leaders of the district. 

“Tl see by the newspapers,’ he went on, 
“that Mr. Platt wants to know what I am 
up to In this contest. I will tell him what 
I am _up to if he will tell me why he don't 

et Chauncey M. Depew and go down to 

oosevelt and tell him to bring the trusts 
up with a round turn. I was able to get 
round steak for twelve to fourteen cents a 

ound before the Beef Trust was ofgan- 
zed. Now it is eighteen or twenty cents. 
Coal is $8.75 a ton—I paid for a ton to-day— 
and the price will be Rio or $15 if this thing 
don’t stop. Let Platt and Depew go to 
Roosevelt and tell the coal barons they 
must arbitrate the coah strike. 

“I seen pictures of 175,000 to 200,000 men, 
women, and children starving in the coal 
regions and it made my heart bleed. That's 
what I am up to. I am up to giving the 

eople of this district coal, and they need 
ce, and they need help when they are out 
of work and starving. Say, if Platt wants 
to know what I am up to let him come 
over to this district and find out. Platt 
better get Roosevelt to start his Attorney 
General to work on the trusts before he 
talks about me, 

“As for John C, Sheehan, I knew him 
when he came to this district. He did not 
have a wooden leg then, because he did 
not have money to buy one. He—” 

“Now he has sprained his other leg,” 
shouted a listener. 

‘* Well,’ commented Mr. Devery, “if he 
had staid in the Ninth District and looked 
after the interests of you people instead 
of being with the élite of Long Branch he 
would not have broken his other leg. 

‘As for Goodwin, he is full of ice. He is 
frozen. You can’t shake his hand without 
feeling the icicles on his wrist. He better 
go back to the wagon.” 

Then, again, Mr. Devery launched into 
National and other issues. He said: 

“T am against this imperialism. I am in 
favor of home rule. I am against such 
fellows as Gates—John W. Gates. He just 
corners the corn market and he shovels 
$5,000,000 into his jeans and then he come. 
out and says he dorft believe in labor 
unions and that they don’t do no good. I 
believe in labor unions. If Gates would 
come here and shovel out about two and a 
half millions to the poor of New York I 
would believe in Gates. He don't get a 
look into the tenement houses as I do. He 
don't see the suffering and the thougands 
of people out of work while he can make 
millions peruating corn. The farmer don't 
get any benefit from the deal, and in the 
end you people here have to pay for the 
game. That's what the matter with this 
country.”" 

Mr. Devery ended his speech with an ap- 
peal to the business men of the district to 
get up at 5 o'clock to-morrow morning to 
see that the women and children of the 
district are properly cared for at the Atlas 
Line pier when the free invitation excur- 
sion of inhabitants of the Ninth District, 
‘‘notwithstanding color, previous servitude 
or politics,”” as invited by the ex-Chief of 
Police will sail. 

At Raritan Grove Mr. Devery has ar- 
ranged for a special performance of the 
opera ‘Mascot’ by the company which 
is now rendering Summer opera at Ar- 
verne Beach. A special train has been ar- 
ranged to bring the singers back to the 
Long Island resort in time for the evening 
performance.

THE ETHICS OF PUGILISM.

The 
standards are so different from those to 
which he is accustomed that he is at a 
loss to know just how to behave, and 


without moral sense. 





still more what kind of behavior to ex- 
pect from those about him. His first im- 
pression is likely to be that the people of 
San Francisco are a community who do 
not know right from wrong, and if he 
stays there long enough he is likely to 
find himself in doubt on this subject. 

A curious illustration of this is found 
in the announcement of the Mayor of 
San Francisco concerning prizefights. 
Having had information which leads him 
to believe that a recent contest in that 
city between two pugilists, competitors 
for the heavyweight championship, was 
in some sense a “ fake,” in that the re- 
sult was prearranged between the con- 
testants, and that in this respect it was 
no more honest as a test of endurance in 
brutality than some others which had 
preceded it, he gives official notice that 
“unless indubitable evidence is produced 
to disprove the information, I shall here- 
after have to prohibit all such fight ex-- 
hibitions.” Had the fight been “to a 
finish,” and had one professional slugger: 
actually pounded the other into helpless- 
ness and insensibility, the case would 
have been different. In those circum- 
stances there would have been no occa- 
sion for his Honor to break up the 
amusement of the Athletic Club and its 
patrons. But to “fake” a fight, and 
conclude it by prearrangement before 
one or the other of those taking part in 
it is disabled, is an offense against the 
unwritten moral code of the city which 
cannot be tolerated. The uncertainty 
thus introduced into the equities of bet 
liquidation strikes at the root of Cali- 
fornian civilization. 

Elsewhere than in San Francisco it,ap- 
pears to be assumed that such exhibi- 
tions of manual skill and dexterity in 
evasion are tolerable up to the peint of 
brutality, and that if sporting persons 
care to lay wagers on the issue of such 
contests they are, or should bt, quite 


‘able to safeguard their own interests. 


The concern of those charged with the 
enforcement of the law jin such cases is 
to see that such an exhibition does not 
degenerate into areal fight with an hon- 
est effort on the part of each to knock 
the other out “ for fair."”” The San Fran- 
cisco point of view would seem to be 
quite different. There is no objection to 
a prizefight of which the Mayor has 
knowledge if it be fought out to the abso- 


lute limit of endurance; but if open to 
the suspicion of being an exhibition for 
a division of gate money it must be pro- 
hibited for the prote¢tion of—of what? 
The public morals and the peace and dig- 
nity of the Commonwealth? Frankly, 
we do not know. Information on, this 
point must come from San Francisco. 


THE “SACRED CONCERT.” 


An impression prevails that there is 
some sort of legal restriction upon the 
rendering of purely secular dramatic per- 
formances on the Sabbath in New York. 
Possibly this has reference to Section 
277 of the Penal Code. If we are not mis- 
taken, places.of amusement are licensed, 
the terms of such licenses prescribing, or 
at least assuming, that those receiving 
them shall conform to the law, and that 
it is in some sense the duty of the police 
to see that the law is not violated. As 
a concéssion to those who desire some 
sort of entertainment on Sunday which 
shall ngt offend the religious sense of the 
community nor “traverse the law, the 
“sacred concert’’ became a feature at 
certain establishments desiying to do 
business seven nights in the week, and 
gradually the Sunday sacred concert has 
come to mean pretty much anything ex- 
cept an orderly and edifying dramatic 
performance. 

Last Sunday evening a citizen who felt 
the need of a little harmless relaxation 
after a very quiet day at home attended 
one of these concerts”’ and 
found it entertaining, in its way, beyond 
his expectation. What he saw was a 
vaudeville without the least pretense of 
differentiation from the weekday bill. 
The show opened with a song and dance 
by a couple of negroes, characterized by 
high kicking, handsprings, cartwheels, 
and the like. The “artists” could not 
sing, and their dancing was chiefly ath- 
letics and horse play, but it served. Then 
followed a “‘turn”’ in which one perso- 
nating a painter and another a rag pick- 
er made pictures by pinning all sorts of 
odds and ends upon the canvas—not very 
good pictures, but interesting in view of 
the ‘materials employed. 
troupe of dwarfs, who first appeared in

a caricature of the Salvation Army, fol- 
lowed by and a_ wrestling 
match. They were followed by a per- 
former with a troupe of trained dogs 
and cats, which did some amusing things

and won great applause. To him suc- 
ceeded a man simulating a crazy tramp, 
who indulged in variegated buffoonery 
in pantomime. This was followed by 
two who played excerpts 
from popular operas on the xylophone, 
with lighter music for encores. A sleight- 
of-hand performer followed in turn, who 
was clever but not very mysterious. One 
of the assigned to four 
young women who danced with great 
energy and a total disregard of modesty, 
and whose behavior was rather that of 
corybantes in Phrygian orgies than that 
of well-behaved young persons perform- 
ing before a self-respecting audience. A 
very good athligtic performance by three 
young men and some conventional bal- 
ancing on a slack wire completed the 
bill. 

The average citizen who witnesses such 
a performance in New York on Sunday 
night will be very apt to ask himself 
why it is permitted, and if a satisfactory 
answer to this question is given he will 
follow it with an inquiry as to why 
dramatic performances and operas are 
not equally permitted. If vaudeville per- 
formances of the kind described are tol- 
erated under the diaphanous fiction that 
they are “‘sacred”’ concerts, or concerts 
of any kind, it cannot be expected that 
the average citizen will have much re- 
spect either for the law or the method 
of its enforcement. If, on the other hand, 
they are given for the double reason that 
the manager has a right to give them 
and the public want them, it would 
require much sophistry to establish the 
contention that any kind of dramatic or

the law. We are not discussing the pro- 
priety of Sunday entertainments of any 
kind; but we have no hesitation in say- 
ing that if the law permits such a vaude- 
ville as-we have described and forbids 
the rendering of a play or an opera, it 
is a fool law. To assume that it does ig 
a fool interpretation.

It is one 
thing, however, to be the head of the New 
York Police Department, and quite an- 
other to be a private citizen making an ef- 
fort considerably more picturesque’ than 
hopeful to wrest a Tammany district lead- 
ership from its present holder. When in 
the former position, Mr. DEVERY gravely 
affected public interests of the greatest 
momeént, and the comment he received was 
based on that fact. Now his faults chiefly, 
if not wholly, concern the organization 
whose inner councils he aspires to enter, 
and there is no reason why the newspapers 
should fail to recognize the amusing feat- 
ures of his campaign or the illustrations it 
offers of cértain amiable qualities, the pos- 
session of which by him was never denied 
even in the days when Mr. DEVERY was 
the constant object of vehement attack. 
And if our correspondent will study with a 
little more care than he has yet given

of its madness, rapped sharply over the 
knuckles by the Dispenser of Agencies for 
Good Things, and rotated with a jerk out 
of the rivalry segment of the “ Christian 
Science’ circle. Thus, too, is the Itness 
of the Eddy ‘“‘ demonstrated,” as they say 
in the language of the initiated, and a 
closer approach to the ideal dead level es- 
tablished in the ‘‘churches.’’

PRESIDENT PRAISES 
OFFICER'S BRAVERY 


Lieut. McCauley Saves a Deserter 
from Drowning. 


Another Deserting Stoker from the May- 
flower Swims Four Miles and Es- 
capes—Secretary Moody Leaves 


Oyster Bay.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 28.—President 
Roosevelt and his family, with the excep- 
tion of Miss Alice, paid a farewell visit this 
afternoon to the officers and men of the 
Mayflower, which then started for Newport 
under orders from Washington, to join the 
Atlantic Squadron for target practice. The 
President took occasion to eompliment 
Lieut. Edward McCauley, who early in the 
morning had saved one of two deserting 
members of the crew from drowning. 

The deserters were stokers, and, driven, 
it appears, half mad; by the intense heat, 
slipped over the vessel's side into the water 
just before daylight, and stamted swimming 
for shore. They had to breast a fast-run- 
ning ebb tide: 

One of the déserters swam four miles and 
is in hiding in the village, secreted by 
friends, if they have not already shipped 
him away, presumably far from those who 
might gain the reward for returning him to 
the ship from which he deserted. 

The other man, after battling his way 
for a mile and a half, found the struggle 
too much for him, and shouted fer help. 
Lieut. McCauley, who was officer of the 
deck, heard “his cries and ordered a boat 
lowered, while the searchlight of the May- 
flower was cast upon the waters. 

The Lieutenant, sitting in the stern, 
urged on the men at the oars as he steered 
for the man struggling for his Hfe. He 
swung the boat to starboard, cridd to the 
men to ‘‘ back water,’ and, diving over- 
board, caught the drowning man under the 
chin, and held his head above water until, 
with the aid of a boathook, the deserter 
was drawn into the boat. The officer fol- 
lowed him, being® helped aboard by the 
willing hands of the crew. r 

The prisoner, when he cqgme to, was 
fuse in his gratitude to the officer who 
had saved his life. The Lieutenant was 
profuse in his expression of opinion con- 
cerning deserters, and, as one of the mgn 
later put it, ‘‘ amazing in his denunciation 
of a fool who thought he could swim six 
miles and cried for help at an early stage 
of his swimming.”’ 

Another sailor on shore leave said that 
the President in his hearing remarked to 
Lieut. Commander Gleave that it was a 
day to make men and dogs mf&ad, and re- 
quested that the deserter be released from 
his irons and treated as leniently as was 
consistent with discipline. ‘

PRINCETON STUDENTS DROPPED 


Fifty-three Must Go Down to Lower 
Classes—Several Athletes Among 
the Number.

PRINCETON, N. J., July 28.—The final 
reports from the May and June examina- 
tions that were sent out to-day from the 

| university show that more than fifty stu- 
dents have been dropped from their re- 
spective classes to lower classes. A ma- 
jority of those drapped are in the School 
of Science department. The list is a record 
brgaker for Princeton, and the number of 
delinquents exceeds that of last year by 
twenty-one, the number then being thirty- 
two. By classes the division puts the soph- 
omores far in the lead, twenty-four being 
on the “ prescribed ”’ list, sixteen of whom 
are in the School of Science. The juniors 
are next, with ten in the School of Science 
and four academic men, the senior class 
being last, with nine, most of whom are in 
the School of Science. Six qpecials, who 
have been dropped from the rolls, make a 
complete list of fifty-three. 

The names of the deficient students have 
been withheld, but it has been learned on 
good authority that ten or more athletes, 
several of whom are very prominent in 
football, track, and baseball activities, are 
‘among ‘the number. The most plausible 
reason offered for the large number of stu- 
dents dropped in the. School of Science 
seems to be that the youths entering this 
department are not as well prepared as 
those of the academy. The effort is being 
made to bring that department up to a par 
with the academic is probably the chief 
factor which has wrought havoc among the 
unfortunates. > 

While no official announcement has been 
made as to whether the students will have 
a hearing before the Examination Commit- 
tee in September, it is believed that sey- 
eral of the juniors and seniors will be able 
to show cause for reinstatement in their 
classes, and that nearly all of the sopho- 
mores will have to repeat their courses. 
Back conditions figured in the preparation

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NEW ZEALAND HAPPENINGS. 


How the South Africa Peace News Wasa” 


Received—Administration of Brit- 
ish New Guinea. ~ 


Foreign Correspondence THE New YORK Times, 

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, June 5.— 
For the last two or three weeks the newd 
that peace had been decigred was confi- 
dently expected throughout Anstralia and 
New Zealand. Hope had become confidence 
and expectatior certainly, so that when the 
actual announcement was made there was 
perhaps hardly the same triumphant 
demonstration that greeted the news of the 
relief of Ladysmith, or even more, of the 
relief of Mafeking. AH the same, there was 
no mistaking the feelings of the people. In 
New Zealand, perhaps, they allowed their 
feelings to carry them away to a greater 
extent than elsewhere; but everywhere 
there were manifestations of lively satis- 
faction, 

The manifestations of joy were spon- 
taneous and unreserved.. When the bombs 
and guns and bells announced that the ex- 
pected news had come there’was no stand- 
ing upon ceremony. WorkKmen threw down 
their tools, donned their jaqkets, and with- 
out so much as ‘by your leave” to they 
employers, rushed to swell the happy throng 
in the streets. Shops and offices were 
hastily closed, and in practically eyery 
centre meetings were addressed. withim the 
hour. 

In Wellington, the Mayor’s request for a 
general holiday was already complied with 
before it was made, notwithstanding the 
fact that the next day, being the birthday 
of the Prince of Wales, was also a general 
holiday. The Acting Premier,«Sir Joseph 
Ward, addressed the crpavd in the morning, 
and in their jubilation the people took the 
horses from his carriage and @rew him 
through the~streets of. the town them- 
splves. After the first outburst, however, 
the excitement calmed, and the holiday 
was free {gom much of the excess that 
characterized the celebration of the reHef 
of Mafeking. Services were held in most 
of the churches-in the afternoon and even- 
and arrangements have been made 
for more services of thanksgiving on Sune 
day next throughout the colony. 

The terms of the surrender appear to 
have given great satisfaction, everywhere, 
and the hope is generally expressed th 
the settlement will be a final one, and that 
good feeling will grow strong between 
Briton and Boer in South Africa. It is 
not unlikely that a considerable number of 
people from these colonies will settle in 
South Africa within the next year or §q. 

Arrangements will be made at once by the. 
Federal Government for taking over the 
administration of British New Guinga; the 
necessary vote having been passed by tha 
Federal Parliament. The Commonweakh 
is also establishing strong interests {jn the 
New Hebrides, havjng made an agpeement 
with the firm of Burns, Phjlp & Co., 
which holds a considerable area of land in 
the islands for settlement under satig- 
factory terms. The first batch of twenty 
settlers has already left Australia to begin 
the new colonization operations. They are 
selected agriculturists,.and intend settling 
in the south of,Santo to quitivate cocoanyts 
and copra. Further hatches wil] leave’ 
from ‘time to’ time. Any who, after inquiry 
and inspection, are not satisfied will be pers 
mitted to return. 

The families will be sent out to the islands 
after the homesteads have been established. 
Each group of settlers will Qe allowed ta 
lease not less than 50 nor mpre than 500 
acres. The terms of the leases are a rental 
of a shilling (24 cents) per 50 acres for three 
years, with the right of extension for 94 
years at a penny (2 cents) per acre per 
annum if at the end of the third year the 
settlers have expended 1Qs. ($2.40) per acre 
on the land.

Sir Henry has been appointed 
Attorney General of Hongkong, and while 
in New Zealand and Australia, en route for 
China, was interviewed on the subject of 
Fiji. He thinks there is a great future 
before Fiji as a sugar-producing country, 
and, of course, if she joined Australia, her 
special circumstances would have to be 
onees in the matter of sugar cultiva- 
tion.” But whatever form of government 
were adopted, the future of the islands, in 
his opinion, was assured. The people would 
like some degree of representation in legis- 
lative matters, but are not troubling much 
about the matter, and would probabky be 
just as pleased and contented if the pres- 
ent form of government continued.

Gen. MacArthur and Admiral Higgin- 
son Completing Plans for Army 
and Navy Manoeuvres.

It included threg officers and 
ninety-nine men, and went to Fort Wether~ 
ell, where it wftl pitch its tents for a 
month's hard drilling preparatory to the 
manoeuvres. 

To-morrow the One Hundred and Seventh 
Company, from Fort Preble, Me., will reach 
here; Wednesday the Seventy~sixth, ‘from 
Fort Banks, Boston, and Thursday the 


Seventy-fourth, from Fort Williams, Main 
and will be distributed between Fort Ad- 
ams and*Greble. More regulars are ex- 
pected, and it is promised that six com- 
panies of militia will also be supplied for 
the week of action, including Gatachmneata 
from New York, Connecticut, and Massa- 
chusetts regiments.

The idea is that whether the 
Democrats control the next House or not, 
it is highly necessary to have a few really 
strong men in the Congress who can give 
tone and dignity to the minority operations 
and lay a foundation for the Presidential 
campaign.

CURRENCY IN GUATEMALA. » 


Consul General McNally Reports that 
the Silver Peso Is No Longer Current. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Consul General 
J. C. McNally writes to the State Depart- 
ment from Guatemala City that the silver 
peso is no longer current in the Republic 
of Guatemala. The money in use is paper 
currency and fractional nickel coins. The 
present value of the paper peso is about 15 
cents in United States currency. In Gov- 
ernment decrees as to values, customs qu- 
ties, or other internal revenue where the 
peso is mentioned, reference is made only 
to the paper peso, which fluctuates in value 
from day to day. 

While the Guatemala silver peso com- 


mands a premium at a ratio of about three 
for one, the coin is not in ordinary circu- 
lation, and is growing noticeably scarce. A 
Government decree of some time back pro- 
vided that all obligations or debts con- 
tracted when silver was tbe current cur- 
rency could be paid in paper. For some 
time past exchange nas been about 700 
per cent. premium for United States drafts 
or gold currency. 


SKIRMISH WITH MOROS. 


Three of the Savages Killed in a Night 
Attack on the Americans. 


MANILA, July 28.—A party of engineers 
commanded by Lieut. Brown, encamped 
at Matalang River, was attacked by Moros 
at midnight on Friday. The attack was re- 
pulsed without loss to the Americans.

TEACHERS WERE WARNED. 


Those Assassinated in Cebu Went Into 
Interior Despite Advice. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—A copy of @ 
Manila paper has been received at the 
War Department giving information con- 
cerning the trip of the teachers who were 
murdered in the Island of Cebu some time 
ago. According to a report made by In- 
spector Ross of Cebu to the chief constabu- 
lary, the four lost teachers wene warned 
by him not to go into the interior, but they 


insisted that it was safe and took the risk. 
The article continues: 

“They talked with the inspector about 
their expedition and he advised them if 
they went too far in a certain direction 
they would be likely to run across a hom- 
bre called Adoy, a member of the notori- 
ous Cabal family, much feared by the na- 
tives. A member of this family had been 
killed a week or two prior to this conven- 
sation, and this was not supposed tv make 
it any more desirable for any white per- 
son to fall into Adoy’s power. The inspec- 
tor inquired if any of the party had pistols. 
They answered in the negative. e re- 
peated his warning, but they went despite 
this warning.”

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The United 
States Government has assented to an in- 
crease of the duties which may be col- 
lected by the Government of Zanzibar on 
American goods from the present rate of 5 
per cent. to a rate of 10 per cent Zanzibar 


It is represented 
that the increased revenue {s absolutely 
necessary to maintain the ports and defray 
local expenses. 

By an arrangement made at Brussels 
many years ago, the commercial nations 
agreed to allow the Zanzibar Government 
to collect an import duty of 5 per cent., and 
it is this arrangement that is to be changed.

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PRESIDENT AND TRUSTS] DEATH OF CHIEF RABBI 


Representative Burgess of Texas 
on the Republican Attitude. 


Says the Republicans Are Engaged in 
Mere Academic Discussion of the 
issue and Are Not Sincere in 
Their Declarations. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Representative 
George F. Burgess of Texas called at Dem- 
ocratic headquarters to-day, and while 
there was asked what he thought of the Re- 
publican activity on the trust question and 
of the attitude of the President on that 
question, 

“The platitudes of the President on trusts 
can only benefit the Democracy," said Mr. 
Burgess. ‘‘ These talks came a little late, 
in that Coggress has adjourned to meet 
after the election. Still the effect will be 
to arouse a deeper interest in the subject, 
and hence a wider development of the fact 
thatthe Republican Party only pretends an 
Opposition to the trusts. By all means turn 
this terrible talker loose. Call the atten- 
tion of the people to hjs speeches on the 
subject, and ask them if they can find any- 
thing in one of them but literary style. 

“The Democrats were accused of an 
‘academic discussion’ of the money ques- 
tion. We are now having worse than an 
academic discussion of the trust question. 
We have an admission of the fact that they 
exist and that they are hurtful, but no rem- 
edy is proposed but Presidential publicity. 
This is too ‘strenuous.’ Talk before the 
election and silencé after the election is the 
established programme of the Republican 
Party on the trust question. The people 
are waking up to the facts. With full con- 
trol of all branches of the Government for 
years the Republican Party has done noth- 
ing to control the trusts, and doesn't intend 
to. The Republicans in Congress offered a 
Constitutional amendment to control trusts. 
Were they in earnest? Would they have 
pressed its adoption by the States? No. It 
was a trap to catch the Democrats. If 
they had agreed to it as the remedy trusts 
would have been eliminated as a political 
issue. Since they have done nothing, pre- 
sumably their position is that, not having 
unlimited power to control the trusts, they 
will not attempt to control them at all. As 
they can't fire at the trusts with a cannon 
ney, won't shoot with a gun. 

“ The long session of this Congress has 
ended, and what is its record? Nothing 
but talk. Guarded, glittering, general talk, 
like the academic discussion of the Presi- 
dent, who, by the way, has a fondness for 
that word ‘Captain.’ The Republican 
Party does not intend to harm their ‘ Cap- 
tains of industry.’ The stream of cam- 
paign funds must flow freely. We must 
talk against them, but what Dickens called 
‘the science of how not to do it’ must be 
invoked to protect our, friends the ‘* fat- 
fryers.’ 

“What is the use of denying that they 
are in with the trusts, when under their 
administration the funds of the Cubans 
are blended with the funds of the Sugar 
Trust, and both used cunningly to ‘ influ- 
ence the leaders of thought in this coun- 
try’ to pass a law through Congress, the 
result of which would be to give the Sugar 
Trust. a cheaper raw material, and thus 
increase its profits at the expense of the 
American consumer? And that pretended 
‘reliet to Cuba’ was conditioned on Cuba 
so arranging her tariff duties that the 
products of all the trusts of this country 
should enter her ports at 20 per cent. less 
than from any other country on earth. 

“Tt is true part of the Republicans re- 
belled against the Administration and its 
party leadership and joined with the Demo- 
cratgs and put an amendment on the bill 
that cut the profits of the segat Trust out 
of it, and then what? The bill got lost in 
the Senate, in spite of ‘ Presidential pub- 
licity.’ 

** Now the talk begins when the session 
ends. Why not have pressed the House 
and the Senate when in session to enact 
sume anti-trust legislation? Why not have 
suggested putting trust-made articles on 
the free list? Why not have suggested pro- 
hibiting the use of the mails by the trusts? 
Why not have suggested ‘publicity’ 
forced by law? Why not have sug- 

ested some amendment to the weak 

herman act? Why not have pressed 
the Department of Justice to enforce 
the civil and criminal provisions of 
the Sherman act? Why the bluster about 
the Beet Trust and sullen silence as to all 
other trusts? The people will hear these 
‘questions asked often between now and 
November.”’ 


DR. WILSON’S LIFE SPARED. 


‘Death Sentence of American Filibuster 
Commuted by Nicarauguan 
President. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The life of Dr. 
Russell Wilson of Ohio, who was captured 
with a revolytionist party in Nicaragua, 
has been saved through the representations 
of Minister Coreg of that country. A cable- 
gram was received at the State Depart- 
ment to-day from Chester Donaldson, Unit- 
ed States Consul at Managua, Nicaragua, 
dated the 26th inst., as follows: 

“As a courtesy to the United States, and 
in sympathy for the mother, the President 
will commute Russell Wilson's death sent- 
ence.”’ 

Wilson was one of several Americans who 
joined a filibustering expedition which 
landed at Monkey Point, near Bluefields, 
early in July. Most of the party were cap- 
tured or killed. Wilson would have been 
summarily executed but for the interposi- 
tion of Sefior Corea, the Nicaraguan Minis- 
ter here. Having secured a stay of pro- 
ceedings and a guarantee of a legal trial, 
the Minister has now induced President 
Zelaya to commute the death sentence im- 
posed upon Wilson by court-martial. Be- 
fore the receipt of this message it was not 
known here that the court-martial had been 
held. It Is presumed that the commutation 
is to imprisonment for a time and then 
expulsion from Nicaragua. 

CLEVELAND, July 28.—Senator Hanna, 
who has been jost active in Dr. Wilson's 
case, was much gratified to-day when 
shown a dispatch from Washington an- 
nouncing that the President of Nicaragua 
would commute the sentence of the prison- 
er. 

‘**Now that the doctor's life has been 


spared,"’ said Senator Hanna, “I think it 
will be found that the Nicaraguan authori- 
ties have charged him with a crime with 
which he was in no manner connected, be- 
cause he was gt college here in Ohio at the 
time it is said to have occurred.” 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, July 28.—The Brit- 
ish cruiser Psyche arrived here to-day. Her 
officers report that on July 7, when the 
force of Nicaraguan revolutionists landed 
near Bluefields 4 the Colombian gunboat 
General Pinzon had been captured, the 
Pinzon steamed away. The Nicaraguan 
forts fired at the Pinzon, but without suc- 
cess. The commander of the Psyche landed 
and insisted that the captured rebels be 

iven a fair and impartial trial instead of 
«being shot without trial. It was believed 
that among those captured at that time was 
Dr. Wilson, an American, but the officials 
of the Psyche could not definitely ascer- 
tain regarding his presence. He had not 
been tried up to the time the Psyche left 
last week. elegraph lines are broken and 
news is djfficult to get. According to of- 
ficers of the Psyche, the Colombian Gov- 
ernment is helping the Nicaraguan revolu- 
Gontgts. All was quiet when the Psyche 
sailed. 


CAUSE OF YELLOW FEVER. 


Cuban Cabinet Hears American Com- 
mission Has Discovered It. 


HAVANA, July 28.—At to-day’s meeting 
of the Cabinet Diego Tamayo, Secretary 
of Government, announced that the Ameri- 
can Medical Commission, which is at Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, studying yellow fever, was 
of the opinion that it had discovered the 
cause of the disease, and that he had de- 
cided to write the commission and ask if 
it was disposed to give the Cuban C~-vern- 
ment any information in the matter. 

If the reply of the commission is favor- 
able, the Cabinet decided to send Dr. 
Guiteras to Vera Cruz to learn the nature 
of the commission's discovery. Dr. Guit- 
eras's expenses are to be paid. 


JACOB JOSEPH. 


Highest Official in Orthodox Jewish Re- 
ligion in America—Prayers in the 
Street After Announcement. 
Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph of the United 
Jewish Congregations, the highest official 
in the orthodox Jewish religion in the 
United States, died at 11:45 o'clock last 
night in his home, at 263 Henry Street. 
He had been an invalid from paralysis for 
two years. When his death was an- 
neunced hundreds of Jewish men and wo- 
men gathered outside the house to lament 

their loss. 

Rabbi Joseph was sixty-two years old. 
He had been for fourteen years in this city 
at the head of the Congregation Beth 
Hamedrash Hagodal, at 64 Norfolk Street, 
between Grand and Broome Streets. He 
became Chief Rabbi, and was the head 
rabbi of the kosher meat clergymen in the 
United States. He had a stroke of paral- 
ysis eight years ago that partly incapacitat- 
ed him. He kept on with his work, how- 


ever. Two years ago he had a relapse, and 
did not go out again. 

He was attended by his son-in-law, Dr. 8. 
Robert Schultz of 52 East Third Street. It 
was believed last night that his end was 
near and his family gathered about his 
bedside. “When he died his son and his 
married daughters were present. They are 
Mrs. Schultz and Mrs. Anna Brody of 1,787 
Madison Avenue. 

As soon as the death 
crowds began to gather in front of the 
house. Nearly a thousand persons were 
there, and prayers were offered for the 
rabbi. The fervog of the men and women 
was strikfng. Inside the house could be 
heard loud lamentations over the death. 

Rabbi Joseph was born in Wilna, Russia. 
He took up clerical duties at the age of 
eighteen years as Chariff in a Wilna syna- 
gozue. He came to America later and 
then settled in New York. He wrote sev- 
eral books, among them being ‘ Beth 
Jacob,’ a work on Jewish religion, phil- 
osophy, and law. He gelivered many lec- 
tures during his career. His chief work 
Was expounding the Jewish doctrine, and 
his oratorical powers were noted. He was 
a member of many societies and clubs. 

The funeral services will probably be con- 
ducted to-morrow by Rabbi H. Klein of the 
Hungarian Society Synagogue, on Norfolk 
Street, near Henry Street.

VIBERT, THE ARTIST, DEAD. 


He Was Born in 1840—Had Many Pa- 
trons in the United States. 


PARIS, July 28.—Jehan Georges Vibert, 
the painter, is dead. He was born in 1840. 


The career of Jehan Georges Vibert is 
that of a minor master who learned his 
profession thoroughly, and, having chosen 
one branch of work, pursued it with dili- 
gence and success. A pupil of F. Barrias 
and of Picot, he took his first medal at the 
Salon in 1864, when he was twenty-four 
years old. 

He was always a painter of genre, al- 
though his earliest exhibited works were 
classical or Christian in subject, and in 
some cases, as in his ‘‘ Apotheosis of 
Thiers,” (1878,) he attempted the grand, 
historical, and symbolical with small suc- 
cess. He soon found that smallish pict- 
ures which told a story with brightness 
and dispatch had a ready market, and to 
that kind of picture he devoted himself. 
The art dealers were of the same opinion, 
and spread his reputation. ‘* Narcissus 
Transformed to a Flower” and ‘“ Daphnis 
and Chloe "’ were early works in the vein of 
Picot; but with ‘“‘ Wandering Barber" and 
“The Convent in Arms,” * Morning of the 
Wedding" and “‘ Paying the Tithe ’’ he be- 
gan that series of humorous secular and re- 
ligious anecdotes and incidents in olls and 


watercolors which brought him fame and 
wealth. Many of his pictures have been re- 
produced in colored prints, to which their 
subjects and the method of their painting 
made them well fitted. 

Vibert has had many patrons in_ the 
United States; it is here that the highest 
prices have been paid for-his pictures. In 
1886, at the Morgan sale, his ‘‘ Missionary’s 
Story " brought $25,500. Like many of the 
novels of Ferdinand Fabre, many of Vi- 
bert's compositions contain satires on the 
princes of the Church; indeed, he painted 
Candinals so much that a certain tone of 
red used to be called Vibert’s red. In 
the ‘‘ Missionary’s Story ’’ the contrast be- 
tween the resofute though rustic air, nai- 
veté and coarse garb of the returned mis- 
sionary and the sumptuous robes and the 
‘bored or supercilious attitudes of the mag- 
nates of the Church, who are listening to 
his tale, formed one of those points which 
could be seized by the meanest understand- 
ing. 

‘The Committee on Moral Books,’’ in the 
Vanderbilt collection; ‘‘The Cardinal's 
Menu,” in the Arnott collection, and ‘“‘Start- 
ling Confession,”’ in the Catherine L. Wolfe 
collection, are well-known examples of Vi- 
bert’s satirical vein. Less commonly known 
are ‘‘ Gulliver and the Lilliputians,’’ in the 
W. T. Walter’s collection at Baltimore, and 
“Roll Call After Amp, ms "among the 
Gibson pictures at Philadelphia. One of his 
finest pieces in the series with clergymen 
as subjects is the ‘* Theological Discus- 
sion,’’ which tells to perfection the battle 
that has raged between two prelates, until 
it has come to an end in a fit of the sulks, 
the disputants having wheeled their easy- 
chairs around in their fury, till they sit 
back to back, each the picture of obstinate 
wrath. Vibert's wit was not always so 
harmless as this; he has often attacked the 
clergy with violence, thus reflecting in his 
pictures the Kulturkampf, which is still 
raving in France against the Church as an 
organization having its management out- 
side the borders. 

Like so many other French painters—-Ma- 
rilhat, Decamps, Diaz, Fromentin, and the 
later Orientalists—he, too, had his period 
of Eastern travel and his department of 
pictures of the Levant, which are nearer 
those of Fromentin than those of the others 
mentioned, whom he could not equal as a 
colorist. 

Vibert wrote a book about painting, and 
was the author also of a number of inven- 
tions to aid the painter in his craft, some 
of them mediums for carrying pigments, 
others varnishes and special brushes. As 
a colorist, however, he has never shone, 
being often, though not always, hampered 
in his work by inability to secure rich and 
harmonious tones. His pictures when not 
of the first quality are decidedly hard and 
flat in color, both watercolors and oils, so 
that a fairly good color print after one of 
these is nearly as good as the original. 
Judged by his best work, however, Vibert, 
in spite of the stream of criticism which 
has been directed against genre pictures for 
the last thirty years, must be ranked 
puens the masters. When he is at his 
best, he approaches Meissonier in quality 
of brushwork, and-he greatly surpasses him 
in the cleverness and humer of his con- 
ceptions. He has also reflected far more 
incisively than the other genre painters of 
his time, such as Chavet and Brillouin, 
some of the political and religious questions 
which have agitated his country. 


DEATH OF MRS. M. L. MORROW. 


She Was the Last of the Lafayette 
Flower Girls in Morristown.

MORRISTOWN, N, J., July 28. — Mrs. 
Mary L. Morrow, the last of the Lafayette 
flower giris, is dead at the age of ninety. 
She never tired of relating the details of 
the unveiling of a tablet in Morristown in 
memory of Washington. It was in the Sum- 
mer of 1826 that Lafayette made his last 
visit to this country, and Mrs. Morrow, 
then Mary Conkling, was thirteen years of 
age. 

With fifty girls, she was selected to 
carry flowers for the festival, and her 


somenetons appointed her queen. She led 
the procession, and she and her compan- 
ions covered the street with flowers from 
the Breen to headquarters, about a mile 
distant. Lafayette complimented the flow- 
er girls, especially Miss Conkling. 


DEATH OF MRS. A. W. SAMMIS. 


Hostess of Surf Hotel, Fire Isiand, for 
More than Forty Years. 


BABYLON, L. IL, July 28—Mrs. An- 
toinette Wheeler Sammis, widow of David 
Sturge Sprague Sammis, who was for 
many years the _ proprietor of the 


Surf Hotel on Fire Island Beach, died this 
morning. She was stricken by apoplexy 
on Thursday... She was a native of Smith- 
town, and was married fifty odd years 
ago to David S. 8S. Sammis, who had pre- 
viously married her sister Emeline, who 
died. 

During the forty odd years her husband 
was proprietor of the Surf Hotel Mrs. 
Sammis acted as a hostess. The hotel 
passed into the possession of the State in 


September, 1895. Mr. Sammis left a large 
estate, including nearly three-quarters of 
the business property in Babylon. Mrs. 
Sammis is survived by five daughters. The 
funeral service will probably be conducted 
on Wednesday in the Presbyterian Church, 
of which Mrs. Sammis was a member. 


Death of Court Clerk Brink. 

Justice Holbrook, in the Court of Special 
sessions, yesterday had spread upon the 
minutes of the court a minute on the death 
of James W. Brink, who was the Clerk of 
the Court for thirty years. Clerk Brink 
died of dropsy on Saturday in Bellevue 
Hospital. He was sixty years of age, a

The Rev. Dr. Stephen L. Baldwin. 

The Rev. Dr. Stephen Livingston Bald- 
win, Recording Secretary of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
for twenty years, died of typhoid fever 
yesterday at the home of his son, Stephen 
Cc. Baldwin, at 127 Remsen Street, Brook- 
lyn. Dr. Baldwin was born in Somerville, 
N. J., in 1835. About forty years ago he 
went to China to labor as a missionary 
for the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
became one of the best-known and most 


successful workers in the misstonary field 
there. He remained in China for about 
twenty years. It has been said that he 
was the first to take to China movable 
lead type, with which he printed the first 
copy of the Bible translated there into 
Chinese. 

Dr. Baldwin enjoyed the confidence of 
the State Department and or the Chinese 
officials of authority, and he was con- 
sulted frequently with regard to matters 
between the two Governments. He lect- 
ured on “‘ Chinese Customs and Manners 
for churches in need, giving his services 
free. 

For a year after he returned from China 
he was pastor of St. Paul's Church, New- 
ark, and for two years following he was 
pastor at Nyack. From 1885 to 1888 he 
Was pastor of Bromfield Street Church, 
Boston, and was a member of the New 
England Conference. He had a very prom- 
inent part in the organization of and prep- 
aration for the Ecumenical Missionary 
Conference in New York in 1900. After 
that gathering he published a volume en- 
titlec ‘‘ Foreign Missions of the Protestant 
Churches.”’ 

He had lived in Brooklyn for fourteen 
rears, his home being at 1,218 Pacific 
Street. He is survived by two sons and 
four daughters. The funeral services will 


; be held to-morrow afternoon, and the New 


York Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Judge Van Rensselaer Paterson. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Van Rens- 
selaer Paterson, ex-Judge of the Supreme 
Court of California, is dead at his home 
here. 


Van Rensselaer Paterson was born in 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., in 1848. He was grad- 
uated from the Albany Normal College in 
1872, and three years later from Union. 
College, New York, receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws. He began the practice 
of law at Stockton, Cal. In 1878 he was 
elected Assistant City Attorney, but re- 
signed in the following year to become 
Superior Judge, to which position he was 
re-elected in 1884. In 1886 he Was elected 


Justice of the Supreme Court for a term 
of twelve years, but resigned in 1894, and 
resumed practice at San Francisco. He 
was a prominent candidate for the United 
States Senate in 1899, the Legislature ad- 
journing without election. He married Amy 
Kelsey of Stockton in 1880. Their San 
Francisco home is at 2,530 Washington 
Street. 


Simon Shafer. 

Simon Shafer, who died on Saturday at 
Cold Spring Harbor, was a member of the 
firm of Shafer Brothers of 35 Wall Street. 
He was born in New York City in 1842, and 
he began business in Wall Street with his 
brother, Samuel ‘M. Shafer, in 1860. In 
1562 he became a member of the Stock Ex- 
change. He was Major of the Veteran 
Corps of the Twenty-second Regiment, a 
Director of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, 
and he had been for thirty years Vice 
President of Purim Association. During the 
war he was connected with the old Gold 
Exchange Bank. 

Mr. Shafer’s distributions to 
were extensive, although not displayed.

Alderman Ware Says There Will Be an 
Amendment of the Building Code.

Much ado is made over the financial 
readjustment plan of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad—criticisms 
having for their basis unofficial fore- 
casts of what is proposed, Some of these 
criticisms are ludicrous, some merely 
abusive—most of them having the inspir- 
ation of professional stock-market inter- 
ests. 

Until the Rock Island readjustment 
plam appears, until actually the plans 
and provisions of it are disclosed, it is 
the merest idleness to pretend to discuss 
it. Same of the features of the unoffi- 
cially outlined plan suggest an ap- 
proachtto dangerous expedients upon the 
part oféspeculators scheming to relieve 
themselves of @ burden, But inasmuch 
as suchsoutlines may prove to be but the 
wildest guesswork, Wall Street would 
seem to be going a long distance for 
worry of the sort so much bulletined yes- 
terday. Wise and conservative direction 
of Rock Island finances can provide for 
the company’s security holders a read- 
justment not: only satisfactory to every 
investment interest, but helpful in still 
broader ways. At any rate, they who 
are interested have but to wait a little 
while fortinformation that is official. 


Gold export engagements are an- 
nounced to the extent of $3,700,000, and 
Wall Street gossip has it that larger 
shipments are soon to be announced. Of 
course all the:pessimistic speculators are 
sure that this means something very se- 
rious for the security market. Bankers 
do not think so. 


Money on call continues plenty and 
rates low; the charge did not rise above

GOLD EXPORTS RESUMED. 


Engagements for or $3,691 696, 654, 45 Made and 
Further Shipments During the 
Week Expected. 


Gold exports were resumed yesterday, and 
$3,696,654.45 of the yellow metal was en- 
gaged for export to-day to Berlin and 
Paris. Of this amount, the National City 
Bank ships $1,908,204.87, which* goes “in 
transit” to Germany and is intended for 
a special purpose, so it is understood, al- 
though the bank officials would not’ give 
details of the transaction. A shipment of 
$1,002,142.85 goes to Paris for Lazard 
Fréres. Goldman, Sachs & Co. are ship- 
ping $786,654.45. Several other firms were 
reported as considering export engage- 
ments but they did not materialize during 
the day. . 

The exports of to-day bring the total for 
the year so far up to something over $22,- 
000,000, which is less than it was last year 
for a similar period, when $29,150,000 was 
exported.

RAIDING ROCK ISLAND. 


Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific stock 
was knocked down ten points yesterday. 
This decline was attended by a variety of 
sensational rumors. One series was to the 
effect that financial credit had been so 
strained in Rock Island speculative quar- 
ters that financial interests were nerv- 
ous over the apprehension that through 
the making of some accidental slip 
there might come a Rock Island panic. 
There was much rumor mongering 
over the details of \the proposed plan 
for readjusting Rock Island's’ securities. 
People inimical to the Moore brothers and 
to John W. Gates (who are supposed to be 
most heavily interested in Rock Island 
stock) were insistent upon parading remin- 
iscences of the Diamond Match collapse, 
which a few years ago bankrupted Chicago 
financiers by the wholesale. Diamond 
Match methods, according to the bear 
oracles, are revived in Rock Island finan- 
ciering, with deplorable consequences 
threatening. = 

It was under the pressure of short selling 
that the decline of 10 points was yesterday 
forced. Over half of the loss was recov- 
ered before business ended, the net change 
for the day being around 4 per cent. 

That some Rock Island insiders were dis- 
pleased, if not agitated by the free and 
cynical discussion of the company’s finan- 
cial plans, was revealed in the outgiving of 
financial statements, not one of wnich di- 
vulged what will be the actual provisions 
of the plan that has been for months in 


preparation. Chiefly the official bulletins 
were to the effect that Rock Island was a 
far greater property than Wall Street spec- 
ulators could appreciate, and that it was 
earning large dividends on the volume of 
new securities to be issued. 

President Leeds says official announce- 
ment of the readjustment plan will be made 
before the end of the week. 


COPPER TRADE IMPROVEMENT. 


Finally, Wall Street begins to believe that 
something much out of the ordinary is 
taking place in the affairs of the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company, and—more surpris- 
ing—that what takes place is of encour- 
aging character. In yesterday’s stock mar- 
ket Copper Trust shares were not only 
among the most active, but the strongest. 
Over 42,000 shares were traded in, with an 
advance scored of over two full points, 
while Anaconda, the trust’s subordinate 
property, jumped up five points. The short 
interest in copper shares is as large now 
as it has been ever since insiders began 
their bear campaign. 

In explanation of new strength Wall 
Street gives most consideration to Copper 
trade reports which show that consump- 


tion is increasing faster than production. 
The finer grades of copper are declared 
now to be scarce in the market. 

An advance in Amalgamated Copper can 
be helpful to a long list of lesser copper 
oroperties, which, though they have merit, 
Rave been seriously handicapped in the se- 
curity market by the ¢ontinual drooping 
tendencies of the trust’s shares.

COTTON.—Everything seemed to favor the 
bear contingent during the whole session, and 
little or no opposition was offered to attacks of 
leading operators against prices. In fact, sup- 
porting orders were extremely scarce from start 
to finish, and for the most part consisted of 
purchases to cover shorts on which substantial 
profits had of late accrued. The market opened 
easy, with prices 2 points higher on July and 
2@6 points lower on other months, following 
which the tendency was quite steadily down- 
ward, with the close at about the lowest figures 
of the day. The feature of the day’s business, 
which reached about 250,000 bales, was the sell- 
ing by bear interests. The English market news 
was a sore disappointment to the bulls here, who 
had been led by Saturday's stability to antici- 
pate a better ruling of speculative markets in 
general yesterday. Futures there were weak and 
irregular, while spot cotton was neglected and 
unchanged. The crop reports, public nad pri- 
vate, were quite as good as any received thus 
far this season.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—Considering the 
temper of foreign news, burdensome domestic 
receipts, and weakness in coarse grains, wheat 
beld its own remarkably well.

For. this relative sta- 
bility, light offerings, a fair export trade, and 
an increase of only 1,176,000 bushels in the visi- 
ble where 2,000,000 had been expected, were 
chiefly responsible.

TIME LOCK DEPRIVED 
BANK OF ITS MONEY 


Phenix National’s Vault-Closed Sat- 
urday for Forty-eight Hours. 


Officials Had to Borrow Cash for the 
Transaction of the Day’s Business— 
Clerks Cheer Final Opening. 


With its vault full of money and securi- 
ties which it could not get at, the Phenix 
National Bank, at 49 Wall Street, conduct- 
ed its business yesterday on borrowed cap- 
ital. Time, acting through a time lock, had 
temporarily enjoined the opening of the 
vault, and President Parmly and Cashier 
Bull were powerless to quash the injunc- 
tion. 

When the bank's staff got around in the 
morning and prepared to do the usual busi- 
ness there was a period of consternation. 
The lock of the vault was supposed to open 
at 7:30 A. M., but even at 9 o'clock it was 
still closed tight. 

It is the business of bankers, however, to 
figure out problems, and it did not take 
much expert calculation to find what was 
wrong. The lock had been set for forty- 
eight hours on Saturday instead of for 
forty, and there was, accordingly, nothing 
to do but to wait, and, in the meantime, to 
send out and borrow enough money to get 
through the day on. 

“It is the first time any such mistake 
has happened to us,” said President Dun- 
can D. Parmly, ‘‘and I have never heard 
of a similar occurrence in any other bank. 
The consequences in this case might have 
been rather serious had there been any se- 
curities locked’ up which were wanted, or 
had our books been in the vaults. As it 
happened, there has been little inconven- 
jence. Saturday being a half-holiday, there 
was comparatively little money taken in, 
and not over $20,000 was in the vault. No- 
body was in a hurry for any of the secur!- 
ties, and I don’t suppose one in a hundred 
of all the persons who did business with 
the bank knew anything about the little 
incident. We borrowed money enough to 


keep us going through the day, and every- 
thing went along as usual.” 

The vault was opened at 5:30 P. M., to an 
accompaniment of cheers from the clerks, 
who had been anxiously waiting for the 
time lock to run out.

MR. JEROME SAYS HE CAN'T 
ACT IN McAULIFFE CASE. 


District Attorney Has No Evidence on 
Which He Can Legally Proceed 
in the Matter. 


In view of Justice Mayer's decision in the 
McAuliffe case, District Attorney Jerome 
was asked yesterday if he purposed doing 
anything further in the case, or if he knew 
of anything that was likely to be done by 
Commissioner Partridge. 

“What can we do in the matter?’ the 
District Attorney asked. ‘‘ Against whom 
can we proceed, and for what? . 

“ The evidence in the McAuliffe case has 
been pretty well thrashed out. In the first 
place, a great difficulty was encountered 
in the finding of the physicians regarding 
the autopsy. Drs. Dana and O'Hanlon, in 
whom I have great confidence, testified in 
effect that the injuries which caused Mc- 
Auliffe’s death were probably caused be- 
fore he was locked up, but might have been 
caused afterward. Dr. Schlopp testified 
that the injuries were probably caused after 
he had been locked up, but might have been 
caused before. The young physician who 
examined McAuliffe testified that he no- 
ticed that the injured man’s right side, was 
less sensitive than his left, indicating par- 
tial paralysis, and such as would result 
from an injury to the left side of the head. 

**Medical science or surgery does not 
seem yet to have progressed far enough to 
enable surgeons to tell after death when a 
man received his injuries. There are mani- 
festations which seem to indicate something 
to physicians, but they are generally quali- 
fied in so many ways as to cause a lay- 
man, especially, to become lost Yn _ the 
mazes of the explanation. 

“A clot of blood, for example, had been 
formed on the brain of the dead man. Was 
it caused by the injury he received before 
he entered the station house, or was that 
part of the brain so sensitive that another 
blow in the same place produced it, or did 
that clot of blood congeal there after the 
man had been removed to the hospital and 
during the hours that he lay in the institu- 
tion and before his death? Who can tell? 

‘““Now, you will remember that Justice 
Mayer claims that the evidence of the wit- 
nesses, other than the police, are unworthy 


of belief. That leaves us the evidence of 
the police only. Suppose it is positively es- 
tablished -that McAuliffe’s injury was 
eaused after he had been locked up, and in 
the cell. He had been drinking; might he 
not have fallen in the cell? 

‘“*T have sifted this case more carefully 
than the public knows. I have not been 
able to find sufficient cause for issuing a 
warrant. Justice Mayer, lawyer that he is, 
merely bases his decision upon the ‘ evi- 
dence.’ As a matter of course, if evidence 
were to be forthcoming which would enable 
me to legally proceed in the matter I 
would still do so. At present I cannot see 
how I or Commissioner Partridge could do 
anything.”’ 


DEPUTY “SHERIFF CRITICISED. 


Justice Hall Says His Very Careless 
Swearing Is Remarkable. 


James L. Puttell of Port Jervis applied 
to Justice Hall in the Supreme Court to 
make an order setting aside a judgment for 
$142.31, obtained by Julius Kessler & Co. 
against him, and also for permission to 
have his default opened and the suit tried. 
The judgment was obtained in a suit to re- 
cover payment on three notes, being part 
of a number of notes, aggregating $950, 
given by defendant to the plaintiff in pay- 
ment for twenty-five barrels of whisky. 

I. H. Harris, counsel for Kessler & Co., 
when the action was begun, sent the sum- 
mons and complaint to the Sheriff of 
Orange County for service, and received a 
return from Deputy Sheriff Benjamin Hall 
that they had been duly served on June 24, 

| and that the Sheriff's fees had been paid. 
After the expiration of the twenty days 
allowed the defendant in which to file an 
answer, Mr. Harris received an answer 
served on him by Frank Lybolt, which he 
refused to accept. 

W. O. Campbell, representing Lawyer 
Lybolt, said the judgment had been im- 
properly taken, as the time for the defend- 
|} ant to serve his answer had not expired 
when the answer was served. He said that 
instead of being served on June 24, it was 
not served until June 25, and’ he submitted 
an atfidavit by Deputy Sheriff Hall set~- 
ting forth that the papers were not served 
until June 25, and stating that if the return 
stated anythine else there was either a 
mistake in the date or the papers had been 
altered after leaving his hands. : 

Lawyer Harris characterized this state- 
| ment as an extraordinary piece of im- 
pudence, and said the reason Hall made it 
was that Lybolt, who was a prominent 
politician, had been brought into the case, 
|! and Hall wished to oblige him. The in- 
sinuation that the papers had been altered 
in his office, Lawyer Harris characterized 

as absolutely untrue. 
| Justice Hall says the very careless swear- 
ing of the Deputy Sheriff is remarkable. 
The summons was sent to the Sheriff of 
| Orange County, and he made his return 
that it had been served on June 24. There 
| was no mistake or alteration in the original

| damages for making a false return, if the

FREIGHT CAR MYSTERY. 


Hudson County Prosecutor to Investi- 
gate Death of Brooklyn Man Found 
Shot Through the Heart. 


Prosecutor James S. Erwin of Hudson 
County, yesterday received from Prosecutor 
of Middlesex County a request 
that he’ would make an inquiry into the 
death of F. D. Quackenbush of Brooklyn, 
who was found dead In an empty freight 
ear of the Pennsylvania Railroad at South 
Amboy. Quackenbush had been shot 
through the heart, and as there was no 
pistol in the car it was believed he had 
been murdered. Prosecutor Voorhees said 
he believed the crime had been committed 
in Jersey City. 

This matter was investigated by the po- 
liee at the time Quackenvush’s body was 
discovered. The car in which he was found 
was not sent to Amboy from Jersey City. 
It had stood on a siding at the meadow 
shops, in Kearny ®fownship, fcr three 
weeks. From there it was sent direct to 
South Amboy without entering Jersey City. 
The railroad employes at the meadow shops 
were positive that the car was empty when 
it left that point.

HOTEL’S STAND-PIPES TESTED. 


Water at 70 Pounds Pressure on Roof 
of the Manhattan, 225 Feet High. 


A test of the standpipes connected with 
the Manhattan Hotel was made yesterday, 
and they were declared by Chief Croker 
to answer all the requirements of any exi- 
gency that migh* arise. 

The hotel, which is fifteen stories high 
and built on the fire rroof plan, rises to 
an altitude of 225 feet. The purpose of the 
test was to ascertain whether the pres- 

vater was strong enough to be 
efficacious on the reof in case of fire. The 
pressure at the bottom was shown to be 
280 pounds, and on the roof 70 pounds, 


sufficiently strong to cope with any blaze 
so high up Fire engines Nos. Gi and 26 
were used for the test. In addition to the 
standpipes the hotel is equipped with a fire 
apparatus of its own. 

During the test Chief Croker also tried 
successfully a new megaphone which he 
has procured for speaking from high build- 
ings.

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NATURAL HISTORY 
MUSEUM'S FUNDS 


Accountant’s Report Says They 
Are Properly Administered. 


Methods of the Officials That Were 
Criticised by Alderman Doull 
Praised by Charles S. Hervey. 


Controller Gront made public yesterday a 
report of Accountant’ Charles S. Hervey, 
showing that the charges of misapplication 
of city funds by the trustees of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History were un- 
founded. Alderman Reginald Doull, Tam- 
many, preferred the charges and protest- 
ed against any further bond issues being 
made to the Museum of Natural History. 

The report recites that the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History is a private cor- 
poration which, under a special act of the 
Legislature, entered into a contract with 
the city and became a tenant of the city. 
Its sources of revenue are from the issue 
of bonds, from an annual appropriation in 
the budget, and from private donations. 
The city provides for the maintenance of 
the museum, for the cost of help, fuel, and 
other incidental expenses of maintaining 
the institution and keeping it open for the 
public use. The following are extracts from 
the report: 

As regards the criticism that the salaries 
paid by the Museum authorities are exces- 
sive, there would seem to be no evidence in 
support of such a contention. Upon the 
staff of the Museum are some of the most 
famous scientists in the world in their par- 
ticular lines. In one instance, I am in- 
formed. that a curator, the liberality of 
whose salary has been recently questioned, 
contributes annually far more than he re- 
ceives in salary to the Museum, and, in- 
stead of being at the Museum one or two 
hours a week, as his accuser declares, is 
there from early in the morning until late 
at night. The gentleman in question, I am 
informed, has a very large private income, 
and besides being a thorough adept in the 
line of investigation for which he is em- 
ployed, is also a great enthusiast in pros- 
ecuting his researches, the Museum there- 
fore gaining in every way by his employ- 
ment. 

I have made a careful examination of the 
methods employed by the Museum officials 
to safeguard that institution in the dis- 
bursement of both its own funds and the 
moneys which it receives by annual ap- 
propriation from the city, and I find them 
commendable in the highest degree. It 
wculd be difficult, indeed, under the system 
now in vogue in the Museum for an ir- 
regular or extortionate bill to pass to final 
payment without being detected and 
stopped. 

The system is one which is a credit to the 
administrative ability of the Director of 
the Museum, Prof. Herman C. Bumpus, 
and of his subordinates who have the 
financial management of the institution in 
their charge. 

The question has been recently raised as 
to the right of the Museum managers to 
pay their curators and other assistants 
salaries out of the appropriation’ received 


from the city. There is absolutely no ques- 
tion as to the right of the Museum to do 
anything within reason which it chooses 
with the city appropriation, so long as it 
performs its part of the contract with the 
city, namely, to keep on exhibition during 
certain days of the week the collections 
which are its property. 

In conclusion, therefore, I would respect- 
fully report that from such examination as 
I have made it would appear that the au- 
thorities of the American Museum of 
Natural History were making wise and 
careful use of the annual appropriation 
granted by the city to the institution: that 
said authorities were acting well within 
their legal rights in the employment of the 
officials and other employes of the Muse- 
um, and that all reasonable safeguards are 
now thrown around the disbursement of 
public moneys placed in their hands; that, 
under the present rules, both of the Park 
Department and of the American Museum 
of Natural History, the expenditure of not 
one dollar of the proceeds of bond issues by 
the city is now directed or controlled by 
the Museum authorities, but is wholly 
under the direction of the Park Department 
and subject to the safeguards employed by 
that department in the disbursement of 
public moneys, which safeguards are now 
adequate, and with such changes as are 
contemplated in this particular by Com- 
missioner Willcox extravagances or irregu- 
larities will be minimized in the future. 


SECRETARY SHAW’S VISIT. 
Interest Expressed in Commissioner 
Wililiams’s Efforts to Weed Out 
Negligent Officials. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, Leslie M. 
Shaw, was a visitor on Ellis Island yester- 
When the Secretary arrived at the 
Barge Office on his return he was asked 
about the result of his visit. 

*“*My visit was informai,” he replied. “I 
am very much interested in the efforts 
Mr. Williams is making for the removal] of 
the employes who have been neglecting 
their duties or abusing their power. I 
think that Mr. Williams has accomplished 
a vast amount of good already, and that he 
will Soon have everything running in fine 
shape.”" 

Concerning a recent ruling that here- 
after an American would not have to con- 
fine his $100 worth of articles to wearing 


apparel, but could bring in anything he 
wished up to the prescribed amount free 
of-duty, Mr. Shaw said that the limiting 
of the purchases to wearing apparel was 
meant to protect dealers in such articles 
and that as he did not see why that class 
of dealers should be protected more than 
dealers in other articles, he had ruled ac- 
cordingly. 

Te new rule will, the Secretary believes, 
simplify the work of the inspectors on the 
piers. Mr. Shaw will go to Atlantic City 
from New York on the revenue cutter 
Gresham. 


NEW CITY MAGISTRATE. 
Deputy Register Breen to Succeed Mr. 
Brann—Messrs. Deuel and Crane 


Reappointed. 


Mayor Low yesterday appointed Joseph 
M. Deuel, Leroy B. Crane and Matthew P. 
Breen as members of the Board of City 
Magistrates, First Division. The term of 
office is ten years commencing Jan.  F 
1903, with a salary of $7,000 per annum. 
Magistrates Deuel and Crane succeed them- 
selves while Magistrate Breen succeeds 
Magistrate Henry A. Brann. 

Under the new charter the terms of of- 
fice of the three men, whose terms ex- 
pired this year ceased on June 30, but as 
no allowance was made for the interim 
until Jan. 1 they will hold over. Magis- 
trate Brann, therefore, will occupy a seat 
on the bench with Magistrates Deuel and 
Crane until Jan. 1. 

Magistrate Breen is now Deputy Regis- 
ter with a salary of $5,000. He was favored 


for his new position by Register Ronner 
and the Greater New York Democracy, of 
which organization he is a member. He 
will not resign as Deputy Register until 
Dec. 31, as it is not necessary for him to 
do so until he takes his seat as Magistrate. 
It is understood that he will be succeeded 
as Deputy Register by Ferdinand Bohmer. 
Jr., the Assistant Deputy Register, whose 
present salary is $3,400 per annum. 


Stokes Police Check Found.

GOULD CONTRACTOR WINS. 


Justice Giegerich Refuses Injunction to 
Compel Him to Employ Union Men. 


The application of the Stone Cleaning and 
Pointing Union for a mandatory injunc- 
tion to compel Isaac S. Russell, the con- 
tractor for the repairs to the house of Miss 
Helen Gould at Forty-seventh Street and 
Fifth Avenue, to continue to employ the 
members of the plaintiff union was denied 
by Justice Giegerich in the Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

When Russell obtained the contract for 
the repairs he employed the members of 
the plaintiff union, but was approached by 
the members of another union connected 
with the Allied Trades and informed that 
unless he discharged the plaintiff's men all 
the other union men working on the job 
would be called out. Russell did as he was 
asked, but subsequently reinstated the 
Stone Cleaning and Pointing Union men. 
2ussell was then subjected to further an- 
noyance, which caused Miss Gould to or- 
der the discontinuance of the work. The 
plaintiff union then sought to enjoin the 
defendant from employing any one in its 
trade but its own members. 

Justice Giegerich says the remedy of the 
plaintiff, if it has one, is by an action at 
law. 


DESERTED TOLSTOI 
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"S NIECE. 


Russian Woman Brought and Left Here 
by Her American Husband Ap- 
peals for Aid. 


Mrs. Madeline Drummond, who, until re- 
cently was a resident of Manhattan, yest 
day applied to Poormaster Henry. Barck of 
Hoboken for relief. She said she was a 
Russian, that she was born in St. Peters- 
burg, and was a grand niece of Tolstoi, 
her maiden name being Psilchirik. 

She said that about a year ago, in St. 
Petersburg she met an American named 
William Drummond. He paid court to her 
and in April last they were married. Short- 
ly after they came to this country and 
Drummond installed her in a _ boarding 
house in the up-town part of Manhattan. 
Drummond paid a week's board in ad- 
vance for her, she says, and she never 
saw him again except once a week when 
he called to pay her board. His visits 
ceased altogether on July 1, and a week 


later she was turned out of the boarding 
house 

She was unable to find Drummond at the 
address he gave her, and being penniless 
found a position as servant with a family 
named Lane in Hoboken, but was obliged 
to leave because the worry caused by her 
husband's desertion brought on nervous 
prostration and she was unable to work. 

Poormaster Barck will provide for Mrs. 
Drummond until he can consult the Rus- 
sian Consul and investigate the woman’s 
story. 


MURPHY DETECTIVESERGEANTS 
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Argument Before Justice Dugro on Ap- 
plication for Salary Injunction. 


Argument was had before Justice Dugro, 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, on an ap- 
plication by William P. Knowles, a tax- 
payer, for an injunction, pendente lite, re- 
straining Commissioner Partridge and the 
Municipal Civil Service Commis¢ioners from 
certifying Alonzo Powell, Jr., Charles Mee- 
han, and John H, Allen on the payrolls at 
a salary of more than $1,400 a year, and 
enjoining the three last-named defendants 
from receiving more than that sum. The 
case is one arising out of the law passed 
by the Legislature in April, 1901, which pro- 
vided that all policemen doing duty as de- 
tectives or Detective Sergeants at Police 
Headquarters on April 1, 1901, should be- 
come Detective Sergeants from Jan. 1 last, 
with the rank of Sergeant and the pay ap- 
pertaining to that position. 

Julien T. Davies, for the’ plaintiff, said 
the action was brought in the interest of 
331 Sergeants and the same number of pa- 
trolmen belonging to the police force, who 
claimed this law was unconstitutional, as 
favoring a number of members of the force. 
The law had, counsel said, been declared 
unconstitutional by the Appellate Division. 

Abraham Gruber, who with ex-Judge W. 


M. K. Olcott, appeared for the headquar- 
ters squad, contended that the injunction 
should be denied, as it was not a proper 
suit to be brought by a taxpayer. Counsel 
further maintained that the appointment 
of the defendants, the policemen, had been 
made in 1895 by the then Police Board, and 
that their appointments were legal under 
Section 290 of the charter. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Farley said 
the Corporation Counsel was neutral in the 
matter. 

Justice Dugro adjourned the hearing until 
Thursday in order that the Corporation 
Counsel might inform him positively wheth- 
er the payroll would not be certified at 
more than $1,400 for these men. If he were 
assured of this, he said, he would deny the 
injunction asked for. 


PAYMENT OF CITY EMPLOYES. 
New Method to Save Time in Boroughs 
of Brooklyn, Queens, Bronx, 
and Richmond. 


Centroller Grout made the following 
statement yesterday regarding a new 
method of payment for city employes: 

‘Another departure in the payment of 
city employes will go into effect this 
menth, when all the city departments in 
the Boroughs of Brooklyn, Queens, the 
Brenx, and Richmond will receive their 
morthly pay with checks in their 
own offices direct from the hands of the 
Cliy Paymaster. 

“This will include all of the bureaus com- 
ing under the direction of the Borough 
P:zesidents, the local pay rolls in the De- 
partment of Bridges, in all of the courts 
and county offices, the local offices of the 
Departments of Charities and Corrections, 
the Coroners, the several National Guard 
organizations, Public Libraries, Parks, 
Street Cleaning, Board of Elections, De- 
partment of Health, and Tenement House 
Department, representing in the Borough 
of Brooklyn 60 pay rolis; in Queens, 44; the 
Bronx, 31, and Richmond, 41. ; 

“Formerly these monthly pay rolls were 
delivered to a representative of the -sev- 
eral departments and bureaus in the offices 
of the Paymaster, in Chambers Street, 
thus taking away from their duties a 
great many men whose time would be of 
more value in their offices than traveling 
to and from the Paymaster’s office. In 
many cases fully a half was thus 
spent each month in procuring the checks 
for the monthly salaries. In the aggregate 
this made a very considerable loss in time 
to the city each month, not only through 
the absence from his duties of the messen- 
ger, but also in keeping from outside 
duties many men who waited for their 
checks until the return of the messenger. 

“ Beginning with this month's pay, the 
same principle will be adopted as _ ob- 
tained in the Educational Department, 
whereby these rolls will be either mailed 
or expressed to the several offices, so 
that they will be in the hands of the heads 
of departments the first thing on the 
merning of the last day of each month. 

“The Borough of Manhattan is excepted 
from this operation, for the reason that 
the great majority of municipal depart- 
ments are within a few minutes of the 
Paymaster’s office, and by taking away 
from the Paymaster the work of deliv- 
er‘ng all of the cther monthly pay rolls, 
leaving in his hands those for Manhattan 
only, this important duty will be dis- 
patched promptly. The Departments of 
Education, Police, and Fire are not affect- 
ed by this change, as the system of vav-

LEGAL NOTES, 

IMPLIED EXERCISE OF OPTION IN LEASE.— 
John G. Probst, in July, 1897, leased his 
store in Rochester, N. Y., to a man named 
Stadler for the term of one year at the 
weekly rental of $6. The lease contained a 
clause to the effect that the lessee had 
an option for a two years’ rental on giving 
three months’ written notice. Stadler oc- 
cupied the premises for about two months, 
and then assigned the lease, there being 
nothing in the instrument to prohibit such 
action, to the Rochester Steam Laundry 
Company, The latter continued in occupa- 
tion of the store, and paid rent until Nov. 
15, 1898, nearly four months over the term 
of the lease. On that date the laundry 
company assigned the lease to one of its 
employes. In an action for rent brought by 
Probst against the RochesterSteam Laundry 
Company, the Court of Appeals has upheld 
the plaintiff's right to recover on the 
theory that the defendant had exercised the 
option to extend the lease, and had become 
liable accordingly. The court holds, by 
Judge Vann, that the laundry company, in 
continring in possession after the term of 
the lease had expired, without any claim 
of right so to do, except as authorized by 
the lease, and thereafter paying rent, im- 
pliedly elected to exercise the option for 
an extension of the term, although no ex-
